The TABOR Amendment, squelch- 
ing fair and equal taxation of all, 
particularly corporations and the 
wealthy, is often cited by concerned 
professionals in Colorado's having a 
lower-than-low rating in providing 
health care, placement and education 
for those with mental illness and emo- 
tional/behavioral disorders.

Back around the turn of the millennium, 
I was a college student looking for an 
apartment in Boulder. 

Though I was a heavy smoker at the 
time, the right to puff away indoors never 
really concerned me — perhaps because 
of the environment I lived in. Smoker- 
friendly apartments weren't common in 
Boulder, where the culture already then 
strongly favored nonsmokers. 

I ended up in a nonsmoking apartment 
building where about half the residents 
smoked. We'd meet on the porch and chat 
in our lawn chairs. To me, the situation felt 
perfectly normal. I enjoyed cigarettes, but 
I understood why I wasn't allowed to light 
up indoors. Smoking was my choice; not 
anyone else's. 

Of course, as smokers went, I was in 
the minority. Many of my friends resented 
the rules. And in the years to follow, those 
rules would get stricter as smoking was 
banished from restaurants and bars, and 

— in Boulder, at least — most apartments. 
But here in the Springs, many apart- 
ments still allow you to smoke, and the 
local housing authority, home to many 
low-income seniors and children, doesn't 
own a single nonsmoking building. 

Some local property owners say people 
should have the right to do as they please 
in their own homes. But a growing body 
of evidence (see story starting on p. 20) 
is proving that apartment smokers affect 
the health of their nonsmoking neighbors. 

Nationwide, housing authorities, land- 
lords and even governments are banning 
smoking in apartments. If the conversion 
hasn't started here, the conversation has

What's Mitt hiding? 

This week my wife and I had to sub- 
mit our previous year's tax return to the 
University of Colorado's financial aid 
office for our children's scholarships 
and grants approval.

When they were admitted to CU we 
had to submit Colorado tax returns and 
motor vehicle registration records veri- 
fying that we were residents of the state 
so they would receive in- state tuition. 

In years past when seeking business 
loans, auto loans and a home mortgage 
we were asked to submit multiple -year 
tax returns to verify income and finan- 
cial assets. Verifying financial records 
is a common practice, especially 
among the middle working classes. It 



has also become expected for politi- 
cians seeking elected office. 

But the presumptive Republican 
presidential nominee refuses to release 
(therefore verify) his federal tax records 
previous to 2010, and 201 l's is still 
being administered and may not be 
released until just before or after the 
election. One tax return for the public 
(yes, us, the "you people" in the Rom- 
ney household), because the presump- 
tive nominee fears opposition research 
from the Democratic incumbent's cam- 
paign will find something. Huh? 

The U.S. electorate has come to 
know that verifying the income and 
wealth of presidential candidates (and 
whether he or she has paid all taxes) 
is part of the process even if they are 
super-rich or think they live by another 
set of social and legal rules. "Stated 
income" does not qualify in this 
matter. If it was good for the father 
to release a dozen years of taxes, it 
is good for the son. Let us see what 
really is in those returns.

Won't stand up in court 

In response to Lotus' letter in the 
July 18 Independent regarding oil 
and gas development ("Oil and gas 
untruths" Letters), it is clear that he or 
she has a deeply flawed understanding 
of how the legal system works. 

The Pittsburgh ordinance banning 
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oil and gas drilling was adopted over 
the advice of the city attorney and 
would almost certainly be struck down 
if challenged as being over-reaching 
for a city under Pennsylvania law. It 
was introduced by a city councilman 
who was grandstanding. It was not 
opposed by the oil and gas industry 
because the geology for gas extraction 
is not good under the city and it would 
be nearly impossible to comply with 
Pennsylvania state regulations regard- 
ing setbacks, etc., within the city. 

In Colorado, oil and gas develop- 
ment has been held to be of mixed 
state and local interest. If a local ordi- 
nance prohibits what the state regula- 
tion allows, state law will control. The 
state allows oil and gas development 
as long as state rules are followed. An 
attempt to ban oil and gas development 
will be struck down by the courts. 

In the early '90s I argued this issue 
before the Colorado Supreme Court. 
Greeley, by a vote of the people, had 
banned all new oil and gas develop- 
ment within the city limits. The court 
said that the city could not do that and 
could only adopt regulations which did 
not conflict with the state regulations. 

Lotus may have the personal opinion 
that there are basic, superior rights to 
"health, clean water, air, and soil" which 
trump existing statutes and case law but 
that is only his or her personal opinion. 
Trying to make such an argument in 
court is very unlikely to be successful.

Imagine that you're one of the power elite. You've lived in the Springs 
for decades; you've succeeded in business; you've served on important 
boards; you've contributed generously to local nonprofits. 

Your politics are conservative — not crazy. You're fine with civil unions, 
you've never joined the NRA, you worship at a traditional church (if you 
worship at all!), and you enjoy a glass of wine with friends. 

Of late, you've been thinking a lot about the election ... no, not that election. 
You'll vote for Mitt Romney, of course, but you find all of the anti- 
Obama fervor mildly distasteful. Besides, your vote and your campaign con- 
tribution won't make much difference. If you're going to put serious money 
into a political campaign, you'll look at it as you would any other investment. 

What's the ROI? How will this benefit me, my family, my friends, my 
community? 

You don't need more money. You and your peers share a vision of what 

the community could become — 

and that's why you're focusing on 
the April 2013 city election, just 
eight months away. 

As one of these normally reclu- 
sive power brokers explained to 
me, here's why: "We like Steve 
Bach," she said, "but we're not so 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ sure about City Council." 

She was dismayed when Coun- 
cil almost handed over Memorial Health System to a team led by Larry 
"Million Dollar" McEvoy. 

Bach, in their view, has been a forceful, dynamic, even visionary leader 
while Council has been mulishly territorial and unresponsive to a larger 
vision of the future. 

That vision — call it pro-business, conservative progressivism — is inter- 
estingly contradictory. Progressives would be delighted to see the Martin 
Drake Power Plant torn down. They'd love a revived downtown with more 
housing, more businesses, more young professionals, more of everything 
cool. Conservatives would like to see the city get out of the electric-genera- 
tion business altogether, figure out a way to fund stormwater and other infra- 
structure needs without raising taxes, and curb city personnel costs. 

Both agendas depend in part upon Colorado Springs Utilities. The city 
charter specifically empowers Council to serve as the Utilities board. We 
may have a strong-mayor system, but Bach has no power over our munici- 
pal utility. He's not even a member of the board. Without firm direction 
from Council, nothing can happen. 

That direction has been skittish. Board members, guided only by the 
advice of senior Utilities employees, have been either compliant or capri- 
cious. Keep Drake, or not? Defer installation of the Neumann pollution 
abatement system, or go ahead? Investigate the possibility of electric dives- 
titure? They can dither, but they can't act. 

Six Council seats will be in play next April. Jan Martin, Val Snider 
and Merv Bennett will continue in their at-large seats until 2015. Scott 
Hente is term-limited, while Bernie Herpin, Lisa Czelatdko, Brandy 
Williams, Angela Dougan and Leigh may run for re-election. 

But there's a catch. Thanks to voter-approved changes, the number of 
Council districts increases from four to six. Should they decide to run, district 
incumbents Dougan, Herpin and Czelatdko may face different political envi- 
ronments, while current at-large Councilors Leigh and Williams have to run in 
newly created districts. Williams and Herpin live in the same precinct. It's pos- 
sible that Leigh and Czelatdko also could find themselves in the same district. 

In such an environment, money and organization may count as much as 
name recognition — and that creates opportunity for power brokers. You 
meet quietly with certain incumbents and lay your cards on the table. 

"We think you should cooperate with Mayor Bach," you suggest, "and sup- 
port his call for a full appraisal of Utilities. If you don't, we'll make sure that 
your seat is vigorously contested by a thoughtful, well-financed conservative. 
We mean business — this isn't Doug Bruce putting up a bunch of stiffs!" 

If there were any such meetings, expect that City Council will quietly 
take such action at its next meeting as the utility board. 

No threats here, Councilors. This is a friendly game ... but the power 
brokers are holding four aces, so you'd best fold.

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A gray area

can smell it. I don't really enjoy that. 

Do you think apartment owners have the right to make the entire 
property smoke-free? Yes, and not just because it's a fire hazard. 
Apartments need a lot more cleaning after a smoker moves out. The carpet, the 
drapes, even the paint absorbs it. 

Which is more of a taboo in today's society: smoking tobacco or marijuana? 

My impression is that smoking pot is more acceptable these days, but I think 
it's just as dangerous to your health as smoking tobacco. 

Carmin Austin of the west side works in retail 

Do you think that smokers should be allowed to smoke anywhere 
outside? As long as you're not smoking near a school. I thinkthe 
harmful effects of secondhand smoke are diffused if it's outside, but I 
don't believe in harming anyone else's health. 

Do you believe the research that breathing secondhand smoke is dan- 
gerous? Yes. I can't see that it would be any healthier than first-hand 
smoke. And even though I'm a smoker, I don't like to breathe secondhand smoke. 

What if you lived in an apartment building and it went smoke-free? Well, I do 
want to quit someday but I don't want to be forced into it. 

As a smoker, have you ever felt discriminated against? Yes, even if it's outside, I've 
had people give me dirty looks, and pretend to cough. It's very passive-aggressive. 

Gio Ordazfrom Fountain is in the military 

Do you believe in smokers' rights? Sure, but I think they should 
smoke outside. 

Do you think smokers are discriminated against? Yes, but with good 
reason. Smokers are aware of the health dangers. It's a choice. 

So, does a landlord have the right to prohibit smoking inside and 
out? Yes, it's the owner's option. And we have the choice whether to 
live there or not. 

Do you think there's more of a taboo against smoking tobacco or marijuana? 

I think it's still more against marijuana. But it will probably be legalized before 
too long.

ney about picking an anti-abortion VP, offered at the bottom of his Washington 
Update cursory condolences to the families of the Aurora shooting. More urgent 
was praising the Republican-led congressional vote to block Pentagon funding for 
allowing same-sex weddings on a military base. 
Right. Guns don't kill, celebrating gay love does. 

The day of the Denver area's second gun massacre, the Colorado Springs-based 
media powerhouse Focus on the Family e-mailed its CitizenLink Report entirely 
on Congress endorsing sexual abstinence policy and blasting comprehensive sex 
education, declaring teens must be taught there is no safe sex unless within a 
monogamous lifelong marriage. 

Right. Guns don't kill, sexual knowledge does. 
American Family Association's Bryan Fischer — returning star at 
FRC's annual Values Voters Summit that parades pandering Republi- 
can incumbents and candidates, including Romney six times — cried 
for more guns. The evangelical radio talk-show host also wrote on 
that dread day in a winding rant on premarital sex, cohabitation, rape, 
sexually transmitted diseases, teen pregnancies and births, that we got 
what we wrought for pushing God out of the public square. 

Right. Laws against easy access to 6,000 rounds of ammunition 
and semi-automatic weaponry that can shoot 60 bullets a minute, a la 
Aurora, won't help protect us from deranged killers; compulsory post- 
ing of the Ten Commandments in public schools will. 

During a radio interview with the Heritage Foundation — the con- 
servative think tank behind federally funded "abstinence-only-unless- 
married" legislation — Rep. Louie Gohmert, R-Texas, blamed the 
latest slaughter on "ongoing attacks on Judeo-Christian beliefs," and 
wondered why theatergoers weren't packing heat to stop the blood- 
shed. Townhall columnist Doug Giles also blamed the victims, saying 
he carries at least one gun everywhere he goes: "the good citizen is 
to get equipped with a gun — a fire-breathing dragon of a weapon ... 
[m]ake it like a cell phone. ..." 

Right. No one's truly free as guaranteed by the Second Amendment 
until you make a hunk o' steel "an additional appendage to your body." 

But when it's easier to buy a gun in some states than a sex toy, how 
free are we? Do we fear pleasure more than violence? 







I'd rather talk about sex. 

America treats sex, not violence, as the biggest threat to families and the 
nation, starting with Motion Picture Association of America (MPAA) ratings 
bestowing action flicks that brutalize half-naked nymphets a PG-13, but anything 
suggesting female pleasure the deathly NC-17, as happened with the marital cun- 
nilingus scene between Ryan Gosling and Michelle Williams in Blue Valentine. 
A common argument against gay marriage or condom commercials is, "What 
would I say to my kids," as if sex talk destroys childhood innocence. 

Some awkwardness aside, sex talk has come naturally as I raise my son, wheth- 
er explaining how babies are made, or naming body parts and their functions, 
including the clitoris, or explaining gay and transgender people in our lives. The

Guns don't kill ... 

On the day America awoke in pain to another historic shooting spree, the des- 
ignated hate group Family Research Council — media-coddled Christian right 
defender of "faith, family and freedom" — skipped the relevant violence talk 
in its daily e-mail alert for its usual, more politically potent sex spin. FRC head 
Tony Perkins, who a few days before the national tragedy met with Mitt Rom-

Being human 

Los Angeles Times film critic Kenneth Turan argued it was time for the MPAA 
to revamp its ratings system, pointing out that while Europeans are easier on sex- 
ual content than we are, they are much tougher on violence. He said the MPAA 
needs to take responsibility since violence in movies and video games is here to 
stay "unless a religious theocracy takes over this country." But the Christian right 
has taken over the Republican base, and its theocratic assault entails regulating 
sexual freedom, not violence in entertainment or real life. 

Addressing policies on weaponry that again was used to litter a community 
gathering place with lifeless bodies, fill hospitals that will send survivors home to 
face lifetime disabilities, and leave loved ones with a gaping hole in their lives, is 
responsible citizenry. It's being human. Launch- 
ing culture war salvos to further your anti-sexual 
freedom, pro-gun industry agenda is dehuman- 
izing to diverse Americans doing their best at life, 
including those in that theater opening night. 

The ABC News story that FRC linked to as 
a greater outrage than the latest mass shooting, 
quoted Air Force Tech Sgt. Erwynn Umali marry- 
ing his partner, Will Behrens, on a military base, 
"One thing that we know and want to show our 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ kids [two each from former wives] is to be true 

to yourself and love everyone no matter what," 
he said. "This is a victory for us because our kids still love us and we love each 
other and that is what they see." 
The family of six all went to Disneyland after the wedding.

Maher recharges the batteries 



Throughout the Pikes Peak Center lobby, hundreds of people sipped on 
their cups of wine or beer, talking about the usual subjects: the Olym- 
pics, that neat downtown celebration, the fire, the Aurora shooting and, oh 
yeah, a little politics. 

These were not crazies. They didn't come dressed strangely or tanked up 
in advance. They ranged from their 30s to 70s, and the buzz of anticipation 
made it clear they were hoping to be thoroughly entertained. 

Inside, they filled every seat, waiting patiently with no leadoff performer 
as the 8 p.m. starting time passed, then 8:05 and 8:10. Suddenly, at 8:15, the 
familiar intro music from a certain TV show on HBO caused an eruption. 

Not many visiting celebrities to Colorado Springs encounter a loud and 
lusty, minute-long standing ovation before saying a single word. 
Bill Maher did. 

Maher brought his irreverent, no-holds-barred, stand-up act to Colorado, 
filling Denver's Paramount Theater (capacity 1,870) on Friday and another 

full house of 2,000 here on 

Saturday. Given the ticket 
prices, each performance had 
to gross at least $100,000, 
with hardly any expenses 
since Maher brings no entou- 
rage, props or stage crew. 

But for Maher, it wasn't 
about the money. Fairly early 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ m in his nonstop routine last- 
ing an hour and 40 minutes, 
Maher revealed that he was giving back all of his take from the weekend: 
Friday's portion going to the fund for Aurora shooting victims, and Satur- 
day's proceeds to Waldo Canyon Fire recovery. In the process, though, he 
couldn't resist the chance to add one little zinger, suggesting some of the 
Springs donation should go toward doing something about global warming. 

As much as the crowd already loved Maher, the unsolicited charitable 
gesture endeared him even more. And he clearly understood where he was, 
saying he was glad to be in Colorado because "you need to laugh after all 
you've been through this summer." 

For those who enjoy Maher's willingness to push all limits, he delivered 
potshots at the usual targets: Catholics, conservatives, Mitt Romney, Newt 
Gingrich, the pro-gun masses, even Barack Obama. Maher made it clear 
he thinks Obama has been "too nice," that in reality he's "to the right of 
Richard Nixon," and that Romney "definitely could win this election." 

That led to arguably Maher's best line of the night, playing off the fact 
that Obama is "actually half-black and half-white," saying that "he's been 
more white the first term, so maybe he should be a black president in the 
second term," even to the point of "letting his hair grow out." 

Maher obviously likes to criticize all sides, even to the point of suggest- 
ing at one point that the "D" for Democrats also should stand for disap- 
pointing. But never once did anyone yell out a disagreeing word — though 
several did try to shout some comedic reactions, bombing every time and 
leading Maher to say, "Look, I'm the professional here." 

He came the closest to pushing too far with harsh comments about priests 
and their sex lives, noticing the lackluster laughs and adding, "It's OK, lots 
of liberals are religious." Soon thereafter Maher was challenging everyone's 
faith with probing questions, including simply, "How do you knowT 

I could go on and on, reliving more of Maher's material. Only once could 
he have come across smarter, when he recalled how the conservatives had 
re-elected George W. Bush in 2004 by putting gay marriage on many 
states' ballots and firing up the base to vote against that — and for Bush. 
Maher said the Dems should use that same tactic now and put the issue of 
legalizing marijuana on state ballots, which could help the pro -Obama turn- 
out. He apparently didn't know that Colorado, a crucial swing state, has just 
such an issue on its ballot, and he could've looked good by mentioning it. 

Otherwise, in all honesty, retelling Maher's jokes is just not as good as 
hearing them in person. What struck me most, anyway, was the crowd — 
2,000 local folks enjoying the chance to hear how the world looks through 
a different prism. And this wasn't the liberal extremists, either. Just a lot of 
normal people living normal lives, right here in Colorado Springs. 
Maybe there's hope.

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Timelapse troubadour 

College junior attracts acclaim, abuse with fire video

I 



t's called an "intervalometer." 
That's the device Steve Moraco 
hooked up to his digital camera, 
enabling it to snap a photo every 30 
seconds for five days to capture the 
worst wildfire in Colorado's his- 
tory. The resulting timelapse became 
some of the most compelling video of 
the Waldo Canyon Fire's assault on 
Colorado Springs, and propelled the 
20-year-old student and his "footage" 
to the national stage.

"I uploaded it just hoping it would 
just be something that just got passed 
around a little bit by my friends. 
Maybe a couple people would see it," 
says Moraco, who, sitting in a local 
coffeehouse, looks as unassuming 
as he sounds. "... That evening I had 
received a call from CNN, the Denver 
Post, I had been interviewed by News 
9 in Denver — like, they had a van in 
my house at 9 p.m." 

The 16 -minute video (watchable at 
tinyurl.com/WCFtimelapse) would 
go on to reach millions of people on 
TV, and almost half a million online. 
Thrillingly for the aspiring photogra- 
pher, it earned both play from journal- 
ists and praise from locals. But it also 
attracted a hail of YouTube trolls and 
accusations of disaster exploitation. 

In short, it became a case study in the 
tricky business of seizing opportunity 
amid a figurative and literal firestorm. 

Firey footage 

Moraco began shooting from a tripod 
on his parents' deck in Monument the 
day the fire started, Saturday, June 23. 
But he doesn't take credit for the idea 
of generating a video from still images 
— that came from a friend who'd seen 
Moraco do similar projects before. 

"I had actually posted one of the 
pictures I took to Facebook already," 
he says, "and I think that reminded my 
friend, and she just suggested that I 
timelapse it." 

On Tuesday, June 26, his camera 
snapped away while the foothills filled 
with smoke and fire. Moraco figured 
there 'd be some striking images on 
there, but had no idea exactly what he 
had until two days later, when he sat 
down at his computer to compile the 
10,000-plus stills into video form. 

Even then, no one knew how many 
houses were lost or when evacuees 



might be able to return — in fact, 
Moraco himself had friends from 
the fire-threatened area staying 
with his family. He quietly went 
about his business, compiling the 
footage and setting it to music 
with the help of friends in the 
film program at Savannah (Ga.) 
College of Art and Design, where 
he goes to school. 

"When I decided on 'Air' [by Hans 
Zimmer, on the Angels and Demons 

film soundtrack] 

as the first track I 
would put in the 
timelapse, I dropped 
it in and it fit just 
freakishly well," 
^^^^^^^^^ Moraco recalls. "And 

the song right after 
it on the soundtrack fit the next half of 
the video perfectly." 

The fit is indeed freakish. Billows of 
smoke glowing orange from the flames 
rise and fall in sync with the music. 

"After I watched it the first time 
after editing it, even watching it there 
in Adobe Premier it made me cry," he 
says. "It was just unbelievably moving." 

Imperfect exposure 

Soon after Moraco put it online 
Friday, June 29, the video caught the 
attention of national networks. The 
peak of the exposure was a clip on 
Good Morning America — the coun- 
try's No. 1 morning show, with 4.6 
million viewers. 

Traffic crashed Moraco's personal 
website, generated almost half a million 
hits on YouTube, and allowed him to 
establish a foothold in the contracting 
market for news reporting jobs. "Get- 
ting calls from news agencies means 
that there are folks out there who've 
seen my videos and know my name 
in the newsroom," he says. 

In short, Moraco was getting the 
break every photojournalist dreams 
of. But since it came via tragedy, he 
soon saw YouTube skeptics, armed 
with anonymity, accuse him causti- 
cally of creating "disaster porn" (see 
"Awe and anger"). 

Experiencing all this in a matter 
of days, he says, "can seem kind of 
conflicting." So he contacted one of 
his professors, photographer Tom 
Fischer, for advice. 

"He said one of the first pictures 
he ever sold was of the earthquake 
in San Francisco when he was real- 
ly young," Moraco says. "And ini- 
tially he felt bad for making money 
off such a tragedy. But he said he 
realized it had to be documented. 
Someone had to do it."

Fischer wanted Moraco, and all 
young photographers, to know the 
value of their work. 

"We certainly don't want to exploit 
other people's pain," Fischer tells the 
Indy via e-mail, "but it is also important 
to tell the stories of our time. The key is 
the value we bring to the world by tell- 
ing the story with clarity and honesty." 

He adds, "While it is somewhat 
romantic, he is not sensationalizing 
personal tragedies." 

Here's how Moraco puts it today: 
"We have to be aware of things 
around us that are possibly dangerous, 
just to deal with them. So our tenden- 
cy to watch something dramatic and 
horrible is there, and I have no doubt 
that was the reason the video was so 
successful." 

It's not lost on him that a follow-up 
video he posted, of the smoke cloud 
dissipating between June 28 and July 3, 
has received only a few hundred views. 

Future in focus 

As Moraco preps for his junior year 
of school, the fire still weighs on his 
creative mind. 

He and Tom Holsteen, a fellow 
Colorado Springs Christian School 
grad who's now an English major 
at Louisiana State University, are 



embarking on a digitally self-published 
project they're calling the Waldo Can- 
yon Interviews (waldocanyon.org). 
Using Moraco's camera and Holsteen's 
pen, they'll chronicle the journeys of 
stakeholders of all types in the "Waldo 
Canyon Fire event, not just the fire, as 
it were," explains Moraco. 

The idea came to fruition when 
Holsteen saw photos of the firefight- 
ers catching rest in the shade between 
shifts. "It had just gone through my 
head that, 'Well, Steve could do a 
better job of that picture,'" Holsteen 
recalls. 

They plan to tell the stories of fire- 
fighters, local and out-of-state, volun- 
teer and full-time, as well as home- 
owners, police officers, even insurance 
claims adjusters — "the whole spec- 
trum of the various people involved in 
this," Moraco says. 

Along the way, he'll gain some new 
experience, exposure and a healthy 
perspective of the role of a journalist 
in tragedy. 

"I think it's important that it's 
documented," he says. "Taking on the 
validity of the documentation after- 
ward is fine — it just shouldn't keep 
you from doing it in the first place."

National bill would push pre-emptive fire measures 



Who better than local elected 
officials to help mitigate the 
wildfire threat on federal lands 
near urban areas? 




The goal: reducing the disaster risk. 



That's the idea behind House 
Resolution 6089, introduced by 
U.S. Rep. Scott Tipton, R-Cortez, 
on July 9, as the Waldo Canyon 
Fire was winding down. The fire, 
which began a few miles west 
of Colorado Springs on June 23, 
devoured more than 18,000 acres, 
destroyed 345 homes in Colorado 
Springs and killed two people in 
the area of Mountain Shadows. 

Tipton's bill, discussed at a July 
20 hearing of the Subcommittee on 
National Parks, Forests and Public 



Lands, calls for the National For- 
est Service and Bureau of Land 
Management to work with states to 
address "deteriorating forest health 
conditions" due to bark beetle infes- 
tations or drought that cause immi- 
nent risk of devastating wildfires. 

Under the bill, governors would 
consult with counties in designat- 
ing high-risk areas for mitigation 
and management plans, a label that 
would last 20 years unless the gov- 
ernor cancels it. 

"It's important for us at the local 
level to have some input into the 
high-risk areas we think affect 
our communities," El Paso County 
Commissioner Sallie Clark says. 
"We'd like to have a seat at the 
table as to mitigating our forests 
before they catch on fire. We 
should be pre-emptive to be sure 
forest management is at the top of 
the list to prevent a disaster like we 
saw over the last month." 

In a July 24 letter to the subcom- 
mittee's chairman, county commis- 
sioners wrote, "There were many 
lessons learned from this disaster 
but one of the most painful is that 
the public lands which contribute 
so much to our quality of life also 
pose a substantial threat to public 
safety. Wildfire risks can and must 
be mitigated." 

Three Colorado lawmakers — 
Doug Lamborn, Mike Coffman 
and Cory Gardner — have signed 
as co-sponsors.

Southern exposure 

Dems may get small victory with fourth early-voting spot 



It explored using the World Arena, 
Victory World Outreach and Hillside 
Community Center to provide a southern 
voting location, but none of these facilities 
could accommodate the requirements. 

So the El Paso County Clerk and 
Recorder's Office may be leasing space 
at the Citadel mall this autumn to provide 
an early-voting location for the November 
election that's accessible to the central 
and southern Colorado Springs areas. 

In a county commissioners meeting last 
Thursday, Democratic Party members 
expressed concern that people from those 
areas — which typically go more "blue" 
than other parts of the city — would be 
put at a disadvantage for early voting. 
The other three sites for early voting are 
the Citizens Service Center on Garden of 
the Gods Road; the clerk's office at the 



corner of Powers Boulevard and Airport 
Road; and Chapel Hills Mall. 

In 2008, a total of 37,135 people voted 
early. The clerk's office used Centen- 
nial Hall downtown as one of its three 
sites that year, but found that it wasn't an 
ideal situation due to limited parking and 
potentially difficult access in the audito- 
rium. It was the least-used location. 

Meanwhile, "the mall offices offer us 
massive amounts of parking as well as 
flexible hours," says Alissa Vander Veen, 
chief deputy at the clerk's office. 

Early voting will begin Monday, Oct. 
22, 15 days before Election Day. The 
two mall locations would be open 10 
a.m. to 7 p.m., while the clerk's offices 
will run 8 to 5.

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Feeling insecure 

Glitch leaves local ADT customers exposed

It was 4 in the morning when 
Alexius Weston got a call from 
her security company that the alarm 
in her popular downtown restaurant 
had been tripped. 

This early-spring call wasn't the 
first. When she opened Shuga's 
back in 2001, she contracted with 
Brinks Home Security to set up and 
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monitor a security system there. 
Over the years, the alarm would 
trip, she'd get a call, and the police 
would respond. 

But this time, she got a second 
call from an operator at ADT 
Security Services: The police 
weren't going to respond because 
her security- system permit with the 
Colorado Springs Police Depart- 
ment had expired. 

"I even called 911," says Weston. 
She says she was told that they 
wouldn't respond because "you 
don't know if anyone is in bodily 
harm — your alarm is just going 
off." According to Barbara Miller, 
CSPD spokeswoman, well over 90 
percent of calls based on security 
systems are false alarms. 

So Weston armed herself with a 
baseball bat and went to investigate 
on her own. 

On July 4, she and her husband, 
Kurt Bunch, were in Crested Butte 
when they got another call from 
ADT. Their home security system 
was going off, and again, police 
weren't going to respond. That per- 
mit wasn't valid, either. 

"When it happened the first time, 



I was pissed," says Bunch. "When 
it happened the second time, I blew 
my top." 

This time, they persuaded a neigh- 
bor to investigate. As with the first 
incident, it was a false alarm. And 
as with the first incident, they had to 
re-activate their permits afterward. 

Here's what happened to them, and 
perhaps more than five dozen other 
local customers, according to infor- 
mation provided by Weston: Through 
a series of mergers, the security com- 
pany they'd originally contracted with 
was eventually absorbed by ADT in 
2010. ADT was supposed to have 
filed with the police department a 
permit number for each premise. And 
"during the transfer of the records 
to Colorado Springs, and Colorado 
Springs back to ADT, that's when the 
ball was dropped," explains an ADT 
representative in a voicemail message 
Weston saved. 

She has since spoken to others 
at ADT who, she says, have back- 
tracked from that explanation. 

Asked by the In dy for com- 
ment, ADT media relations direc- 
tor Sarah Cohn said, "We have 
resolved this situation with all our 
impacted customers in the Colo- 
rado Springs area. That's the only 
statement I'm giving." 

While their security systems 
appear to be properly permitted at 
this point, Weston and Bunch aren't 
satisfied. For one thing, for roughly 
two years they were paying around 
$60 a month for "a false sense of 
security," as Bunch puts it; they 
want their money back. Further, 
now they distrust ADT as a provid- 
er. They tried to drop their service, 
but learned they'd have to honor 
their contract through next March. 

"Now I'm stuck paying for a service 
that I think is ineffectual," he says. 

Late last week, Weston says she 
was contacted by an ADT regional 
manager who told her that since 
this issue came to his attention a 
week prior, he'd found 62 other cus- 
tomers in similar situations. 

"People need to know that, if 
you have ADT, and your alarm 
system was installed by Brinks or 
Broadview in the city of Colorado 
Springs, you might not have a valid 
alarm permit," says Bunch. "It 
doesn't matter if you have an alarm 
system — call and see if you have a 
valid permit." 

To do that, try Valory Gage with 
the police department at 444-7824.

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No roadblocks 



Mayor Bach gets the assurance he needs to back PPRTA extension

It's never easy to pass a tax here, but 
it's even more difficult if the city's 
most public politician opposes it. 

So when Mayor Steve Bach voiced 
concerns to City Council about the 
wording of the Pikes Peak Rural 
Transportation Authority II inter- 
governmental agreement — a tax 
extension likely headed to the region's 
November ballot — area leaders began 
looking for a compromise. 

Apparently, they found one. At 
their July 24 meeting, Councilors 
retreated into an unexpected closed 
executive session and returned with an 
amended version of the IGA, which 
they approved. Since then, plenty of 
leaders have asserted they'll support 
the tweaked document, from El Paso 
County commissioners to Manitou 
Springs Mayor Marc Snyder to Bach. 

"I appreciate City Council's action on 
Tuesday to request that the PPRTA-IGA 
be amended," Bach said in a statement 
responding to an Indy inquiry. 'Assum- 
ing that all of our partners in PPRTA 



also approve the amended language, I 
will be supporting the ballot issue." 

The PPRTA was first passed in 2004, 
when the voters of Colorado Springs, 
Manitou Springs, Green Mountain Falls 
and unincorporated El Paso County 
approved a one-cent sales-and-use tax 
for a set list of capital and maintenance 
projects and improvements to the roads 
and transit system. The capital portion 
(55 percent) expires at the end of 2014. 
PPRTA II — which adds the communi- 
ties of Calhan and Ramah — would 
keep the capital money flowing for 10 
more years, toward a new set of projects 
totaling an estimated $400 million. 

Generally popular with both the 
public and politicians, PPRTA has been 
vital during the recession as a way to 
keep up with traffic needs, maintain 
roads and bridges, and keep buses run- 
ning. Colorado Springs taxpayers chip 
in about 70 percent of the funding, 
which came to nearly $70 million in 
2011 alone. In general, the authority's 
board of directors divvies up money to

on population. But that hasn't actu- 
ally been written into the agreement, 
which bothered Bach, who believed the 
Springs might not get its fair share. 

City Council sought to ease the 
mayor's mind by specifying in the IGA 
that money should be allocated for 
second-priority projects, or "B-list" 
projects, based solely on population. 

The stipulation ensures Colorado 
Springs will get the lion's share of 
PPRTA funding once the highest- 
priority projects are completed — if 
they're completed. The first PPRTA 
hasn't yet made it to the B-list. 

Since the change amends the IGA, 
all member governments will need 
to approve it. So far, however, that 
doesn't look like a problem. Of the 
leaders who've spoken on the issue, 
some seem displeased, but all say 
they'll approve the new language. 
Snyder, for instance, saw the change as 
unnecessary, but fine. 



"Isn't the real problem the suspicion 
in Colorado Springs?" he asked. "I 
mean, the little guys [small govern- 
ments] — the tail doesn't wag the dog. I 
think sometimes Colorado Springs acts 
out of an abundance of caution, and I 
think sometimes a little goodwill and a 
little good faith goes a long way." 

Several county commissioners spoke 
to Councilors about the amendment, 
saying they too planned to vote in favor 
of it. But Commissioner Peggy Little- 
ton noted that Springs residents use 
roads outside the city, and small towns 
like Manitou Springs are big tourist 
draws that bring the Springs money. 
The region, she said, is connected, and 
PPRTA funding should reflect that. 

"The success story of PPRTA I is 
that we all worked together," Littleton 
said. "We all gave ... to really give to 
our community."

Olympic party going annual? 

The Olympic Downtown Celebration was 
eight months in the making, and the work 
paid off when an estimated 20,000 people 
showed up to party on Tejon Street and kick 
off the London Olympics. It exceeded all 
expectations, says Tom Osborne, Colorado 
Springs Sports Corp. CEO. 

"It was a great crowd," he says in an 
interview with the Indy. "It was a home 
run. Honestly, I thought we'd have 5,000 
to 10,000 [people] down there, but it just 
mushroomed and turned out to be a great 
night. And then to see Kristi Yamaguchi 
with those 50 firefighters up on stage 
passing the torch — it was real neat." 

We didn't hear back in time from the 
Downtown Partnership on how area 
retailers did, but Osborne says the places 
he sawwere packed. He addsthat overall, 
people want to do it again. 

"We're gonna meet with the committee 
that put it together and discuss options," 
Osborne says, "but it was such a positive 
thing for the community that we'll sit 
down with the folks that made it happen 
and see if we can't create an Olympic 
downtown celebration every year." — BC 

West siders, unite 

After one postponement during the Waldo 
Canyon Fire, the first stakeholder meeting 
for the Westside Avenue Action Plan will 
take place from 6 to 8 p.m., Monday, Aug. 
6, at Westside Community Center, 1628 W. 
Bijou St. On tap will be a discussion on the 
future of West Colorado Avenue/Manitou 
Avenue between 31st Street and U.S. 
Highway 24, including the area commonly 
known as No Man's Land. 

According to a public notice, the 
meeting will provide interested parties the 
opportunity to offer "input on the best way 
to address infrastructure improvements 
such as the lack of sufficient pedestrian 
and bicycle access, stormwater drainage, 
auxiliary lanes and mobility, access 
management and street lighting, as well 
as environmental and historical impacts."

About that meeting ... 

Colorado Springs City Council and El Paso 
County commissioners didn't meet on July 
27, after all. The special joint meeting — 
heralded as a way to look for regional 
solutionsto shared problems — likely won't 
take place until September or October. 

Council President Scott Hente addressed 
some reasons, including work that went 
undone during the Waldo Canyon Fire, in a 
mass e-mail obtained by the Independent. 
But there may be a larger problem. Tim 
Burke, city intergovernmental affairs 
liaison, explains that with the change in 
government, joint meetings aren't what 
they used to be. 

"[Tjhere wasn't enough material for 
the two legislative bodies to work on 
and produce joint output at this point," 



he e-mails in response to Indy questions. 
"Even though state law gives county 
commissioners operational authority, 
the City Charter now gives nearly all 
operational responsibility to the Mayor, not 
the council. So even though the elected 
officials might have chatted about [the 
Pikes Peak Rural Transportation Authority], 
Stormwater, Waldo Fire, etc., there wasn't 
much for them to actually accomplish." 

Burke adds that there's no agenda yet 
for the next meeting. — JAS 

TABOR headed to trial 

The wins keep coming for plaintiffs in the 
lawsuit challenging the constitutionality 
of the Taxpayer's Bill of Rights. 

Democrats Mike Merrifield and state 
Sen. John Morse are among the 33 plaintiffs. 
TABOR, they have alleged in federal court, 
violates the U.S. Constitution's "guarantee 
to every state in this union a republican 
form of government" by restricting the 
Legislature's ability to increase taxes 
without voter approval. 

As the Denver Post reports, the judge in 
this case ruled Monday against Colorado 
Attorney General John Suthers in his 
argument that the case should be tossed; 
Suthers was arguing that the plaintiffs 
could not prove injuries and were using 
the court to settle a political matter. The 
judge didn't see it that way, and the next 
step is trial. — CH 

Firefighters given $2 million 

If the Waldo Canyon Fire made one thing 
clear, it was this: When a big fire hits, you 
can never have too many firefighters. 

Now we'll have more. The Colorado 
Springs Fire Department recently won 
a grant worth $2 million to hire more 
firefighters, courtesy of the Department of 
Homeland Security. While Fire Chief Rich 
Brown called it "welcome news" in a release, 
it wasn't immediately clear how many extra 
firefighters would be hired. — JAS 

Data center plans on hold 

During a brief meeting July 25, the 
Colorado Springs Urban Renewal Authority 
board put off voting on Vince Colarelli's 
controversial Vineyard Data Center project 
("Our $62 million question," City Sage, July 
25) until Aug. 22. 

More than $50 million in public funding 
hinges on CSURA's decision. The project, 
slated to be constructed on the site of an 
abandoned golf course south of Harrison 
High School, might house multiple data 
centers serving national companies. 

"A number of the commissioners had 
questions, including myself," says CSURA 
commissioner Robert Shonkwiler. "Also, 
three commissioners were absent." 

The board meets again at 11 a.m., 
Wednesday, Aug. 8, at City Hall. — JH

Cigarettes are banned 
from bars and restaurants. 
Could apartments be next?

Nationwide, many faces and names 
are attached to the latest battle in 
the smoking war, but in Colorado Springs 
one woman personifies the issue. 

Elizabeth Reed is known to govern- 
ment officials for her long-winded 
speeches at City Council meetings, 
her barrages of e-mails to the Hous- 
ing Authority of the City of Colorado 
Springs, her petitions and badgering. 

"[The Housing Authority] is trying to 
kill my mom," Reed, a part-time geriat- 
ric caregiver, writes in one of her many 
e-mails to the Independent, "and the 
smokers are happy to help." 

Housing Authority officials aren't 
willing to grant Reed's request to make 
at least one of their nine senior-living 
apartment buildings nonsmoking. Instead, 
officials — including Housing Authority 
board member and former Vice Mayor 
Larry Small — portray the 43 -year-old as 
a lonely agitator. 

"I know where you're getting this 
from," Small tells the Independent, when 
questioned about smoking in Authority- 
owned buildings. "You tell me you've 
talked to many people, and I know the 
one complaint, and we've looked into 
that. And we've heard it over and over 
again from a few individuals in one unit, 
and I'm just not going to go any further in 
this discussion." 

But like it or not, the issue of tobacco 
smoking in apartments — government- 
owned or otherwise — is bigger than 
Reed. Way bigger. 

Spurred by research into the dangers 
of secondhand smoke, many states long 
ago banned puffing in bars, restaurants, 
hotels and other public spaces. Now, 
slowly, the nation is beginning to consider 
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what limitations, if any, should be put on 
apartments. 

In April, the Wall Street Journal 
reported that New York City Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg might be trying to 
enact a ban on smoking in apartments. 
The mayor later denied it. 

This summer, Santa Monica almost 
became the eighth California city to 
approve a ban or limit on smoking in 
apartments. The law ended up stalled 
— for reasons we'll explain later — but 
not because the majority of Councilors 
had any reservations about giving ciga- 
rettes the boot. At the meeting where the 
law was given an initial go-ahead, the 
Santa Monica Mirror reports, some City 
Councilors insisted the ban — for all 
new occupants of multi-unit dwellings — 
didn't go far enough. 

"We're way behind the curve here. I 
don't care what anybody else says. Santa 
Monica likes to think of itself as a leader. 
It's a follower here," Council member 
Bobby Shriver was quoted as saying. "...I 
don't know why we don't have a policy 
where we say all the units are going to be 
smoke -free. Why isn't that a good policy?" 

Individuals and governments are con- 
fronting the matter through many lenses. 
Some say it's about freedom from intru- 
sion, and the sanctity of the home. Oth- 
ers say it's about public health, and the 
government's role in ensuring the right to 
breathe free. Still others see it as simply a 
nuisance to be decided by little more than 
a study of balance sheets. 



For most, however, the issue of smok- 
ing in apartments is intensely sensitive 
and emotional. Perhaps because the apart- 
ment rides a fine line between public 
space and private space, between some- 
thing that belongs only to the individual 
and something shared. 



Changes creeping 



When the nation wants to know what 
progressive changes will soon take hold, it 
looks to California. When Colorado wants 
to know the same, it looks to Boulder. 

Unlike officials at the Housing Author- 
ity of Colorado Springs, representatives 
of Boulder Housing Partners don't think 
there's anything outrageous about ban- 
ning smoking in public housing. In fact, 
they've already done it. 

"I think the event that helped us get 
focused on our own decision was in 2009, 
we adopted an organization-wide sustain- 
ability plan which included a clean-air goal 
[of zero pollution from energy consump- 
tion]," says executive director Betsey Mar- 
tens. "...We certainly can't have a clean-air 
policy and allow people to smoke." 

As the housing authority for the city of 
Boulder, BHP had tested a ban on a single 
building in 2008; in September 2011, it 
instituted a full ban. But first, it under- 
went an extensive public process, and 
partnered with the anti-smoking nonprofit 
Group to Alleviate Smoking Pollution of 
Colorado (GASP) to provide cessation 
and education programs to the authority's 
smoking tenants. 




According to the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, inhaling sec- 
ondhand smoke can lead to the same health problems that smoking can. 
Here are some of the issues secondhand smoke can cause or exacerbate: 

• Heart disease: Secondhand smoke causes about 46,000 early deaths from 
heart disease each year among U.S. nonsmokers. Nonsmokers who regularly 
inhale secondhand smoke increase their risk for heart disease by 25 to 30 per- 
cent. Even brief exposure to secondhand smoke can damage the lining of blood 
vessels and make blood platelets stickier, upping the risk of a heart attack. 

• Lung cancer: Secondhand smoke causes 3,400 lung cancer deaths a year 
of nonsmokers in the U.S. Nonsmokers regularly exposed to secondhand smoke 
increase their risk of lung cancer by 20 to 30 percent. Even brief exposure to 
secondhand smoke can damage cells and lead to the growth of cancer. 

• SIDS: The chance that an infant will die from Sudden Infant Death Syndrome 
is increased by exposure to secondhand smoke. Secondhand smoke appears to 
affect the part of a baby's brain that regulates breathing. 

• Health problems in kids: Children whose parents smoke get sick more 
often, get bronchitis and pneumonia more often, have more wheezing and more 
frequent and severe occurrences of asthma, get more ear infections, and show 
slower lung growth.

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"You just have to be so thoughtful about 
it, and we deliberated for, I'd say, several 
years, really weighing the needs of those 
for whom smoking brings great comfort 
... against those who are very affected by 
smoke," she says. "It's one of the most 
intractable problems in housing." 

In the end, the city's 1,000 housing 
authority units went smoke-free. Martens 
still gets a few complaints from smokers 
about the change, but says most people 

seem happy

his organization knows of 28 Colorado 
housing authorities — about a third — 
that have either adopted some nonsmoking 
policies or are in the process of doing so. 
Among those with total bans are Loveland 
and Fort Collins. Denver has three non- 
smoking housing authority buildings. 

GASP, which receives state funds, came 
into being after the passage of Colorado's 
Indoor Clean Air Act of 2006, which 



banned smoking in most public build- 
ings. The group's mission is to advocate 
for nonsmoking policies — and its No. 1 
goal is to eliminate smoke from multiunit 
housing. 

Bialick says most people understand the 
logic behind banning smoking in restau- 
rants and retail spaces, but "people think 
that people should be allowed to smoke in 
their own homes; that if they do it in their 
own homes, they're not going to be both- 
ering anybody else. But the fact is, up to 
50 percent of the smoke can filtrate into 
other people's apartments and start dam- 
aging and hurting other people's health." 

The federal government branch that 
funds housing authorities agrees with 
Bialick, though it can't force nonsmoking 
policies because authorities are considered 
independent entities. 

"Housing authorities are not required to 
offer nonsmoking," explains U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
spokeswoman Donna White, "[but] we 
strongly encourage them to." 

HUD issued a statement in 2009 to all 
housing authorities, urging them to adopt 
nonsmoking policies. In part, it reads, 
"Because Environmental Tobacco Smoke 
(ETS) can migrate between units in 
multifamily housing, causing respiratory 
illness, heart disease, cancer, and other 
adverse health effects in neighboring 
families, the Department is encouraging 
PHAs [public housing authorities] to adopt 
non-smoking policies." 

Statewide, private apartments are 



reflecting a changing attitude about smok- 
ing. Though exact numbers aren't avail- 
able, Nancy Burke, vice president of gov- 
ernment affairs for the Colorado Apart- 
ment Association, says she's noticed more 
apartment owners switching to nonsmok- 
ing. Many have watched smoking bans go 
up for businesses, and see their own bans 
as protecting the health of their residents 
and the value of their property. 

Others have different reasons. 

"I think you had 'Wave V with smoking 
in bars, but I think 'Wave 2' was when it 
was OK to buy marijuana and grow a few 
plants," she says. "What [apartment own- 
ers] said is, 'We're just going to instate 
no-smoking policies.'" 

In other words, the no-smoking policy 
is meant for pot-smokers, too. Interest- 
ingly, in Santa Monica, it was concerns 
about limiting apartment dwellers' access 
to medical marijuana that stalled the city's 
no-smoking apartment law. 

But weedier issues aside, tobacco 
smoke remains the main focus of the 
discussion of apartments and smoking. 
And, like housing authorities, private 
apartment owners can get a little urging 
from the government. Nigel Guyot, pro- 
gram manager of the tobacco education 
prevention program at El Paso County 
Public Health, says he's got plenty of 
literature for any landlord who wants to 
make the switch. Though there are no 
legal requirements for making a building 
"nonsmoking," the government has plenty 
of suggestions for creating a clean and 



toxin-free environment. 

"Anything that's porous in an apartment or 
a dwelling can absorb the smoke particles," 
Guyot says, noting drywall, paint and wood 
can absorb toxins. "Smoke goes everywhere. 
That's what we've learned about it." 

Studies are beginning to show that the 
stale smell that clings to items exposed to 
smoke is harmful. Dr. Lowell Dale, medi- 
cal director of Mayo Clinic Tobacco Quit- 
line and an associate professor of medi- 
cine at the clinic's College of Medicine, 
writes in an online forum that "thirdhand 
smoke" combines with indoor pollutants 
to create a toxic and cancer-causing mix. 

"Studies show that thirdhand smoke 
clings to hair, skin, clothes, furniture, 
drapes, walls, bedding, carpets, dust, 
vehicles and other surfaces, even long after 
smoking has stopped," he writes. "...Third- 
hand smoke can't be eliminated by airing 
out rooms, opening windows, using fans or 
air conditioners, or confining smoking to 
only certain areas of a home." 

But that message doesn't appear to be 
changing much locally. While a GASP web- 
site features a growing list of tens of thou- 
sands of nonsmoking Colorado apartments, 
Guyot hasn't noticed many landlords mak- 
ing the switch around these parts. In fact, he 
can't remember the last time he fielded such 
a call from a landlord. 

A test of wills 

On a summer afternoon, seven older 
ladies shuffle down to the first floor of 
the Senior Heritage Plaza at 1410 N. Han- 
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cock Ave. They're quiet at first, offering 
meek or even frightened smiles for the 
reporter now in their midst. But soon, one 
starts talking. Then another. Within min- 
utes, they're interrupting each other. 

"I can't believe they don't have a rule 
[that] you can't smoke where the senior 
citizens are," exclaims Elfern Lunzer, an 
eight-year resident. "It's like they don't 
care. It's like they say, They're going to 
die anyway.'" 

Maryam Yeuredjian, a tiny woman with 
a heavy accent from her native Jordan, 
says, "I complain all the time and some- 
times I'm bleeding — I show you." She 
points to her face. "I'm sometimes bleed- 
ing from my nose." 

Carol Howard can smell the smoke 
coming through her vents. Georgia Mitch- 
ell smells it in the hall. 

All the women have health problems 
worsened by tobacco smoke: heart condi- 
tions, breathing issues that leave them 
reliant on oxygen tanks, chronic sinus 
infections. Margarita Rubio recently had 
to go the doctor for a cough she blames on 
the smoke. 

Senior Heritage Plaza is the home of 
Ethel Rose Reed, Elizabeth Reed's mother. 
Known as "Rose," the chic-looking 79-year- 
old suffers from asthma, bleeding stomach 
ulcers and mild cognitive impairment. 

"It's unconscionable," she says in the 
crisp tone of a former music teacher, "that 
we have elderly people that are subjected 
to smoke." 

Several doctors and medical profes- 



sionals have confirmed in writing to the 
Housing Authority that tobacco smoke 
will worsen Rose's condition. "Due to 
her medical issues Ms. [Rose] Reed is 
required to reside in a smoke-free build- 
ing," nurse practitioner Mary Jo Shaffer 
wrote plainly in January 2012. 

Rose and her neighbors say they've 
griped for years to building supervi- 
sor Terri Shaver, but have been told, "If 
you don't like it, move somewhere else." 
(Shaver didn't return phone calls seeking 
comment.) In December 2011, 17 residents 
of the 32-unit building signed a peti- 
tion circulated by Reed asking to make 
the building nonsmoking. The Housing 
Authority wasn't moved. 

Like all nine senior-living apartment 
buildings and 433 scattered-site family 
units run by the Authority, the Senior 
Heritage Plaza remains smoking-optional, 
meaning smokers can puff away in their 
own units, but not in common areas. 
Authority executive director Gene Montoya 
thinks the policy is reasonable, saying he 
doesn't believe smoke can travel through 
a building if residents only smoke in their 
own units, especially given that the Senior 
Heritage Plaza's ventilation system is seg- 
regated. (In fairness, the only public part 
of the building where this reporter could 
clearly smell smoke was in the stairwells.) 

What's more, he notes many older 
residents have smoked all their lives, and 
were even encouraged to do so in their 
youth. 

"All those folks that smoked in World 




Montoya says asking seniors to 
stop smoking is cruel and unfair. 



War II, Vietnam, they all received as part of 
their rations cartons of cigarettes," he says. 

Montoya says asking seniors to sudden- 
ly give up the habit or go outside to smoke 
is cruel — and a violation of the sanctity 
of their home. Still, he thinks that at least 
some Authority buildings may eventually 
go smoke-free. 

"I do think in three to five years, as 
that generation that I spoke about earlier 
passes away, we're going to find ourselves 
changing our policy," he says. 



But Larry Small, at least, won't be her- 
alding any change. Contacted by phone, 
the board member — who notes his own 
home "isn't nonsmoking" — raises his 
voice defending the rights of occupants to 
smoke in their apartments. 

"These people rent those places, and 
they live in them as their home," he says. 
"They need to be permitted to use them in 
the fashion that they need to use them... 

"Because a person is old or poor doesn't 
mean the government has a right to dictate 
to them how they live in their own homes. 
These people are human beings who have 
the same rights as any other person who has 
the means to live in their own home with 
their own needs, and I'm not ever going to 
infringe on somebody's right to live peace- 
fully in a home they're paying for." 

Fact and fiction 

Emotions aside, when it comes to the 
dangers of smoking, the facts are clearly 
on the side of the anti-smoking crowd. 

Since the Mad Men era, we've learned a 
lot about cigarettes' harmful effects. Most 
of us have heard it all before. Secondhand 
smoke contains 7,000-plus chemicals, 
including hundreds that are toxic and 
about 70 proven to cause cancer. Inhaling 
secondhand smoke can cause lung cancer 
and heart disease. Tobacco is the nation's 
leading cause of preventable death. There 
is no safe level of secondhand smoke. 

But there's more. 

Studies have shown, and the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention confirms, 
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that even in the best-designed apartments — 
ones with separate ventilation systems and 
tightly sealed windows and doors — smoke 
still travels from one apartment to another. 
That's true even if apartments have air filters. 

"The only way to protect one apartment 
is to make the entire building smoke-free," 
says Darryl Konter, CDC spokesperson. 

Aside from health effects, advocates for 
nonsmoking policies often cite safety and 
economic concerns. They claim smoking 
increases risk of fire, insurance costs and 
turnover costs for apartments. 

It seems that some, but perhaps not all, 
of those claims are true. 

Smokers undoubtedly pose a greater fire 
risk than nonsmokers. The 2011 Colorado 
Springs Fire Department Statistical Abstract 
shows that over five years, smoking was one 
of the leading causes of structure fires, ignit- 
ing 80 blazes. In multi-family units, smoking 
was the third-leading cause of fires. 

The insurance claim, however, is iffy. 
Don Sicard of HUB International, which 
insures the local Housing Authority, notes 
that an insurance underwriter can lower 
a premium because of a nonsmoking 
policy. But, he says, many insurers won't, 
because "even if it was a smoke-free 
building, it's hard to monitor that." 

On the turnover-cost side, there are 
more muddled facts. Laura Russmann, 
executive director of the Apartment Asso- 
ciation of Southern Colorado, notes that 
nonsmokers leave "less residue to paint 
over when a person moves out." Mar- 
tens, of Boulder Housing Partners, says 
clean-up costs for turned-over apartments 
dropped when BHP went nonsmoking. 
Some Springs apartment owners con- 
tacted by phone agree, noting that they've 
had to replace everything from carpet 
and curtains to cabinets and paint when a 
smoker has moved out. 

But transferring a building to non- 
smoking can be expensive. Though legally 
a landlord faces no requirements to switch 
to nonsmoking, many want to eradicate 
the smell and toxins, leading to clean- 
ing and replacement costs. Sometimes, a 
policy change will also prompt smoking 
residents to move out, meaning lost rent. 

Then there's the hassle. In most cases, 
landlords must wait for smokers' leases to 
expire before a building can be fully smoke- 
free. In the meantime, smokers object. 
Meetings are held. Emotions run high. 

And it's no wonder. Anna Hagney, 



a respiratory therapist with Memorial 
Health System, reminds us that smoking 
is highly addictive, especially if patients 
start young. 

"A lot of these elderly or geriatric popu- 
lations, they started smoking when their 
brain was still developing," she notes, 
saying the addiction becomes ingrained 
biologically. 

That said, Hagney thinks a nonsmok- 
ing policy in apartments could ultimately 
help residents quit and boost their health. 
It would also do a great service to their 
neighbors, because secondhand smoke 
is actually worse than firsthand. When a 
smoker inhales, their lungs break down 
particles in the smoke, she says, causing it 
to be more toxic upon exhale. 

Ms. Reed's long war 

Elizabeth Reed wears a perpetually 
pleading expression; her childlike features 
and bouncing curls do little to hide her 
obvious anxiety. 

When talking of her battle with the 
Housing Authority, she comes armed with 
papers. Show her an interest and give 
her your e-mail address, and Reed will 
bombard you with pictures, articles and 
newsletters. She will send three-page-long 
diatribes. She will beg and beseech and 
even threaten to go elsewhere if she is not 
acknowledged. 

At the core of Reed's argument are 
two themes. First, she believes she's on 
the right side of science. And second, she 
believes she's fighting for her mother's life. 
Thus, she's outraged that no governmental 
authorities are jumping to her defense. 

"[S]moke incursion is like someone tak- 
ing an invisible pill," Reed writes in an 
e-mail to the Indy, "and then being able to 
come in with an invisible pillow and suf- 
focate you multiple times a day, pressing 
with variable force, for variable durations." 

Reed's mother isn't in a hurry to leave the 
well-kept Senior Heritage Plaza. There's the 
companionship of her neighbors, and the 
proximity to conveniences — a bus stop out 
the front door, the Senior Center practically 
next door. And, of course, there's the sub- 
sidy. A low-income senior, Rose can't afford 
much more than the $178 a month she pays. 

Rose's apartment is almost comically 
tiny, especially with an upright piano shoved 
determinedly inside. She moved here in sum- 
mer 2009 from a different Housing Authority 
apartment contaminated

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with mold. Soon afterward, she and her 
daughter began struggling with the Housing 
Authority over the smoke here. 

Reed sent letters and made calls. That, 
in turn, escalated into a battle — one that 
the Reeds appear to be losing. Since 2011, 
they've filed Requests for Reasonable 
Accommodation with the Housing Author- 
ity. They've had their complaint seen by the 
Colorado Civil Rights Division for possible 
violations of the Fair Housing Act. They've 
even appealed to HUD, alleging violations 
of the Rehabilitation Act and the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act. All entities have 
considered the facts, and all have thus far 
refused to require a nonsmoking policy at 
Senior Heritage Plaza. 

It should be noted that the Housing 
Authority has, at times, offered to set up 
air purifiers in Rose's space, or even to 
move smokers around to create a non- 
smoking 
wing of

"I am not 
letting this 

stand," Reed wrote to the Indy of HUD's 
recent Preliminary Finding of Compliance 
in her case. "They will find, ultimately, 
that Housing is not in compliance." 

With her prospects thinning, Reed has 
been working behind the scenes with city 
employees in hopes that City Council 
might adopt a resolution against smoking 
in Housing Authority buildings. 

Of course, even if Council did make 
such a bold move, a resolution lacks 
enforcement power. And Council has no 
right to force the Authority's hand. 




Low on options 



When it comes down to it, Reed's biggest 
concern is her mother. Even if the Authority 
doesn't budge in its stance, she'd be satisfied 
to see Rose moved to a nonsmoking building. 
The Reeds had a chance to do exactly that 
in 2006, when Rose was accepted into the 
Section 8 program, which offers low-income 
people subsidies at private rentals. Rose 
didn't respond to that offer, and it expired. 
She says she never saw the letter, though 
Montoya says it was sent. 

Whatever the case, Section 8 is an 
extremely popular federal program, and 
getting accepted takes years. Rose isn't 
willing to wait for a second chance, and 
Montoya says regulations prevent him 
from circumventing the normal process. 

Rose's other option would be to rent a 
private apartment at full cost. But even if 
she could get by without her subsidy, she 
might have trouble finding a nonsmoking 
apartment at a moderate price, especially 
in a bustling rental market with just a 6 



percent vacancy rate. 

Look at Greccio Housing, a nonprofit 
that runs 20 apartment buildings (and 
owns 15 of them). It has offered low- 
income housing since 1990, but not a 
single building is nonsmoking. 

Jill Gaebler, Greccio's development 
director, is working to change that, in a 
seven-unit building that's home to a lot 
of kids. (Greccio is considering making 
a newly purchased 21 -unit building non- 
smoking, too.) It's an undertaking. As a 
nonprofit, Greccio must OK the change 
with its major funders. It's also undergo- 
ing a process of surveying and public 
input, and has secured a small sponsor- 
ship from Memorial Health System for a 
smoking cessation program for tenants. 

And because Gaebler wants the building 
to eventually be free from all smoke-related 
toxins, she's had to secure funds for a clean- 
up. Three grant applications are in the mail 
that would pay for new carpet, linoleum and 
blinds, as well as for a fog treatment to clean 
the porous parts of the units. 

Looking further up the financial spec- 
trum, Griffis/Blessing, which owns nearly 
4,000 mostly higher-end apartments in the 
Springs, has precious few smoke-free prop- 
erties. Pat Stanforth, senior vice president 
of Griffis/Blessing, says nonsmoking apart- 
ments make sense economically, and she 
knows that nonsmokers, who are in the vast 
majority, prefer smoke-free buildings. 

But like Gaebler, Stanforth says making 
the switch is difficult. That's especially 
true in a large building, where a landlord 
must change the rules individually for 
each tenant as his lease expires. Mean- 
while, the clean-up of the property gets 
under way even as tenants still on old 
leases continue to puff away indoors. 

"I think for owners, in the long run, it 
would be beneficial to have more non- 
smoking buildings," she says, "but it is 
hard to do, harder than you think." 

Becky Deeter, manager of Griff is- 
owned Bella Springs Apartments in the 
Northgate area, recently transitioned one 
12-year-old, eight-unit building to non- 
smoking. Since the building was part of a 
larger complex, and few of the building's 
tenants smoked, Deeter simply transferred 
the smokers to other apartments on-site. 
The biggest hassle: turning the units over 
once the smokers left, which cost $4,000 
to $5,000 in clean-up costs, plus lost rent. 

But Deeter says residents at the non- 
smoking building are happy, and a survey 
of her residents found 80 percent favored 
nonsmoking buildings. 

For her part, Deeter says smoking is 
a hassle whether or not it's allowed. If 
smoking is allowed, nonsmokers complain 
about the smoke. If it's banned, keeping 
smokers from lighting up becomes an 
enforcement issue. 

Still Deeter can feel the winds of 
change. And she thinks they smell clean. 

"If I have a chance to do a new prop- 
erty, I will definitely designate buildings 
right off the bat as nonsmoking buildings, 
because there's enough people now to 
warrant nonsmoking buildings without 
there being a loss, a vacancy," she says. 
"I would make probably 80 percent of my 
property nonsmoking."

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Meet Hyakkimaru and kirie, the world of Japanese cut paper art 

Native American warriors and the samurai of Japan have a lot in common, according to Japanese 
artist Hyakkimaru. Both groups are noted for their courageous attitudes and fighting skills, as 
well as their 19th-century marginalization by a more powerful majority. 

"I have a group of works based on the rise of the Samurai era, a chaotic period in Japan approxi- 
mately 1,000 years ago, in which people tried to protect their lands from invaders," the artist's 
translator communicates via e-mail. "I am attracted by the similar protective action thatthe Native 

Americans took toward the invaders." 

Hyakkimaru — a pseudonym from a southern Japanese term for 
"Little Monster" — translates this inspiration into kirie (pronounced 
KEER-e-eh), or cut paper art. With scissors and small craft knives, 
he can extract a life-sized figure made only of black paper: a samu- 
rai with a poised, energetic swagger, a Native American proud and 
rough around the edges. These are no paper dolls. 

"What you're seeing in his work is an intersection of this traditional 
cut paper art with imagery that feels very much of our times, that feels 
very much drawn from anime and manga," says Colorado Springs Fine 
Arts Center museum director Blake Milteer. He adds, "They feel vigorous 
to me. The figures feel in motion, and that contrasts, in the most beautiful 
way, with the absolute virtuosity that it takes to make these pieces." 

Hyakkimaru, whose kirie images have graced the covers of more 
than 700 books in a 30-year career, can move to more intricate 
places, too. In one piece, he cut a shockingly detailed, wispy rope 
knot, fringed and fraying, with an exacting verisimilitude. 

He visits as part of the 50th anniversary of the sister-city kinship 
between Colorado Springs and Fujiyoshida, Japan. (According to 
his Facebook page, Hyakkimaru lives about three hours from there, 
in Tsurugashima-shi.) Beyond the kirie now hanging at the FAC, he'll 
give classes and demonstrations at Bemis School of Art and the 
Colorado Springs Diversity Forum's Mountain Festival. Watching 
him work has been described by audience members as "spectacu- 
lar," since the artist considers it a performance. 

When asked what most people don't know about kirie, Hyak- 
kimaru says it's the possibilities. He adds, "I thinkthere are lots of 
people doing kirie consciously or subconsciously. To make pictures 
with a knife or scissors is simply fun."

The Roll Bike Art Festival has legs. Now entering its eighth incarnation, Amy Seltzer's idea 
for a little art exhibit has blossomed into a full-scale amalgam of human creativity and 
mechanical capabilities. 

"One of the beauties of riding is that it's a machine that's human-powered," Seltzer says shortly 
after hopping off her bike. "And by powering that machine, you're giving life to a certain part of your 
personality that there's no other way to express." Thatfeeling can carry into non-riding time, Seltzer 
has found: "When you get off that bike, you're going to be inspired to do something with it." 

Seltzer, 40, moved here at age 29 and hatched her plan with friends a few years later. 
Although she has a day job ata natural foods grocery, Roll dominates herthoughts — she's 
already planning for 2013. 

This year includes the premiere of the Mobile Music Project, which uses pedal power to 
juice stage performances. Also, Marmalade at Smokebrush's Kat Tudor will lead "bike yoga," 
helping bicyclists improve balance, maneuvering and post-ride recovery. 

The exhibit's 20 artists include locals like Chris and Wendy MTke, whose "Slipstream Goddess" 
combines his love for vintage bicycles with hertalentfor sculpture. Here, a glossy figure made of 
plastic wrap, packing tape and Plexiglas flies on top of a weather-beaten two-wheeler. Further 
showcasing the subject's endless possibilities, local artteacher Charlotte Miller used salvaged 
bike parts to recreate an arcade-style peep show. And Mary Horrocks, of Boulder's Dairy Center 

for the Arts, printed patterns on fabric with rusty bicycle chains. 

It puts a friendly spin on art, so to speak. Don Goede, Smokebrush 
executive director, sees Roll's success in its accessibility.

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The thundering pulse of modern taiko brings two cities together

To one degree or another, you can 
thank the following for the suc- 
cess of modern taiko drumming: a 
sacred striptease, jazz music and the 
Olympics. 

You could also argue that a cultural 
backlash surrounding the internment 
of Japanese-Americans during World 
War II pushed the musical style to its 
place in the U.S. But let's instead talk 
about Ame-no-Uzume-no-Mikoto, the 
Shinto goddess of revelry and mirth 
whose wily ways brought about the 
creation of the drum in the first place. 

'According to the story, the storm 
god Susanowo-no-Mikoto left his sea 
domain and began wreaking havoc 
on the land," reads a doctoral thesis 
written by Brian Vogel in 2009 for 
Rice University. "This so angered his 
sister, the sun goddess Amaterasu, that 
she ran into a cave, rolled a boulder in 
front of the entrance, and vowed never 
to venture out again." 

Sunlight being in somewhat high 
demand, the other gods tried to coax 
Amaterasu out. However, it wasn't 
until Ama-no-Uzume turned a barrel 
over and "began to dance wildly on 
the barrel in a way no one had ever 
seen," as Vogel puts it, that, out of 
curiosity, the sun goddess left her cave 
for good. 

So, the rhythm on the barrel begat 
the drum — or, you know, a need for a 
means of communication over distances 
— which then, for centuries, proceeded 
to live a fairly quiet, singular existence 
as a bit player in festivals, rituals and 
other facets of life. Then, in 1947, musi- 
cian and former soldier Daihachi Ogu- 
chi returned to Japan from captivity in 
China, and joined a jazz band in Naga- 
no. Long story short, he came across a 
relic of taiko music, transposed it for a 
modern era using musical knowledge 
itself born in the American South, threw 
together a clutch of players, and today's 
kumi-daiko — that rolling rumble of 
multiple pounding drums that can be 
felt in the body — was born. 



Things really got going, though, 
when the athletes hit town. 

"Kumi-daiko burst onto the world 
stage in 1964 at the Olympic Games 
in Tokyo when it was featured in the 
'Festival of Arts' presentation," Vogel 
writes. "Soon after its international 
debut, Oguchi was invited to teach 
the new kumi-daiko style all over the 
world." 

It was a hit, and much later, Oguchi 
starred again at the closing ceremony 
of the 1998 Nagano Olympics, tell- 
ing the Associated Press at the time: 
"Your heart is a taiko. All people 
listen to a taiko rhythm — 'dontsuku- 
dontsuku' — in their mother's womb," 
he said. "It's instinct to be drawn to 
taiko drumming." 

Faint of heart 

Interestingly enough, you can draw 
a direct line from the masters of the 
craft — including Seiichi Tanaka, 
who founded the San Francisco Taiko 
Dojo, the first school of its kind in the 
U.S., in 1968 — to Colorado Springs 
and its own year-and-a-half-old Taiko 
Society, 
oper- 
ated by 
Jesse and 
Carla 
Maddox. 

"Some 
of the 
pieces 
that 
Taiko 

Society performs are Oguchi — they 
were written by Oguchi," says Jesse, 
a 37-year-old resident of Monument. 
There, he also runs a company with 
his wife that makes custom taiko 
drums for customers like Cirque du 
Soleil, casinos in Europe and schools 
like the University of Utah, which 
just received from the Maddoxes 
what's thought to be the largest taiko 
drum in North America at 3 feet tall 
and 6 feet across. "Our background, 
where we learned, we learned from 
someone who was taught by Tanaka, 



as well as several 
other teachers." 

Maddox says 
those in his 
school's perform- 
ing group, both 
men and women, 
routinely warm up 
for practice with 
multiple sets of 
push-ups, tricep 
dips and three- 
minute plank exer- 
cises; one practice 
for a certain piece 
that requires the 
drummer to hold 
his or her body at

often rehearsed for more than 90 min- 
utes at a time. 

And though beginners get off a little 
easier, everybody is expected to treat 
the dojo with deliberate respect — 
from arriving early to sweep the play- 
ing space, to saying certain phrases 
when entering and leaving. It takes

"[Students] enter into the classes 
thinking it's just a fun thing to partici- 
pate in," Maddox says, "and then they 
realize it kind of spills over." 

Sisterly love 

Talk to Eiji Miyashita, and he'll tell 
you the drums' effect goes way beyond 
even that. Miyashita is the head of 
Fujisan Kaen Taiko, a group whose 30 
members are traveling from the Springs' 
Japanese sister-city, Fujiyoshida, to 
play with the Taiko Society during the 
upcoming day-long Mountain Festival, a 
celebration of that relationship. 

"The music resulting from the 
simple rhythm of the [taiko] com- 
bined with the unique timbre seems 
to lend well to the human pulse," 
writes Miyashita via e-mail through 
Paul Maruyama, translator and presi- 
dent of the Japan America Society of 
Southern Colorado. "And we feel that 
it resonates with the sacred mystery 
that lies in mankind, not only of [the] 
Japanese, but of all the people of 



the world. ... It strengthens the bond 
between mankind and it is our hope 
that it ultimately results in peace." 

Fujisan will be performing in the 
Springs for the third time, says Miyas- 
hita: the first time came in 1998, and 
a second in 2005 with the Colorado 
Springs Youth Symphony Orchestra. 
Also, the group held a benefit con- 
cert in Fujiyoshida for victims of the 
Waldo Canyon Fire, similar to the 
local fundraising that took place here 
after the 2011 Tohoku earthquake and 
tsunami. 

"There are so many people in Colo- 
rado Springs

Downtown's newest pizza denizen dishes the delectable

Twas the night before the Games, 
and all through the streets, 
many creatures were stirring, while 
some dude pounded beats. His cor- 
ner was full — his drumming, like, 
loud — while a flock of lax-bros 
wandered by in a crowd. Some split 
from the pack to grab late-night 
food, and each turned into me — a 
happy, satisfied dude. 




The stromboli was good, but as it's not 
on the menu anymore, pick the penne. 



No, but really: NJ Pizza Cafe's 
food is pretty good, surprisingly 
enough, and only made better by 
the fact you can pound it down at a 
sidewalk table while watching the 
young, beautiful and otherwise do 
their summer downtown thing, even 
at 1 in the morning. 

And I say "surprisingly" because 
of my first encounter with it: 
a couple of hard, by-the-slice 
($2.45, one-topping) selections of 
pepperoni pizza that could have 
doubled as door stoppers. It didn't 
help the vibe that while we ate, the 
guy who'd just taken our order was 
lying on his back one booth over, 
staring at the ceiling. 

But apparently it's just like that 
here: When we stopped by in the 
a.m. hours, employees sat on a side- 
walk bench, smoking until the door 
was darkened. 



And when their 
freshly baked 
pies taste like 
this — like, say, 
a masterpiece of 
roasted red-pep- 
pers, strong gar- 
lic, artichokes,

creamy feta cheese and floral basil 

— relax away, I say. 

Or consider a savory mix of 
pepperoni, sausage, green pep- 
pers, mushrooms, black olives and 
onions (both $12.99/small), plus 50 
cents per ingredient). Vegetables 
were chopped rather thin, but it 
came off deliberate, like they were 
meant to serve as background for 
the good dough, which ranged from 
cracker- thin to medium, and a bold 
sauce filled with the delectable 
flavors of stewed tomatoes, grilled 
onions, roasted garlic and oregano. 

Tragically, we learned Monday 
that the stromboli ($10.99), an 
instant favorite with its pastry-rich 
combination of butter, garlic and 
Parmesan (and ours filled with sala- 
mi and ham), had been pulled from 
the menu. But a fantastic Philly hero 
($8.95, plus $1 for fries), with lots 
of peppers, mushrooms and onions, 
and moist, cheesy meat that fills the 
bread with its juices, will be sticking 
around to sort you out. 

A few things were just OK, like 
a buffalo chicken sandwich ($8.95) 
that came sans the advertised, and 
much-needed, lettuce and tomato. 
(While you're at it, guys, throw in 
some red onions and pickles, too.) 
The fried ravioli ($6.99) — dark, 
golden, delicious-looking squares 

— tasted like fried crumbs and the 
tomato sauce it came with, and the 
antipasto salad ($8.49) was average. 

Back on track, though, I think 
the biggest surprise was a simple 
bowl of penne ($7.95). Under a 
cutesy menu section called "pasta- 
bilities," you pick a noodle and 
cover it in marinara, Alfredo, garlic 
aioli or the like. But do the right 
thing and order it with the tomato - 
basil cream sauce: Pale orange like 
a tomato vodka sauce, it made the 
al dente dish pulse with steaming- 
hot notes of gentle tang, filled in 
with more butter and Parmesan and 
buffered with a pillow-soft, garlic- 
bread stick. 

It all definitively speaks to a 
place that's no longer the home of 
hummus, a specialty of former ten- 
ant Arabica Cafe. Now, under the 
ownership of George Will and Jeff 
Puglisi, it's tomato time, 
and with those hours, 
it almost always is. A 
word of caution, however, 
about going bump in the 
night: "It gets real silly 
then," says one employee.

"I feel like hip, trendy fun in the Colo- 
rado Springs breakfast market has not been 
tapped yet," says Rocky Mountain Restau- 
rant Group CEO Randy Price. Which largely 
explains RMRG's decision to close Slayton's 
Tejon Street Grill at 28 S. Tejon St. at June's 
end, and plan its replacement, Over Easy, a 
daytime eatery (rockymtnrg.com), for late 
August or early September. 

Price has proven already that RMRG, 
parent to Salsa Brava and Sonterra grills, 
has the chutzpah to re-brand as the market 
shifts: In early 2010, the company killed its 
north-side Slayton's store and tried out an 
Italian concept, Piazza Wine Bar and Piz- 
zeria.

Gluten-free options will run throughoutthe 
menu, plus items like stuffed French toast, 
fresh-squeezed juices and organic morning 
margaritas and mimosas at Hair of the Dog 
Happy Hours from 7 to 10 a.m. (Regular hours 
will be 6 a.m. to 2 p.m., Mondays through Fri- 
days, 6:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. weekends.) 

Price says he's studied breakfast spots 
from Chicago to Phoenix over the last year 
and a half — it's not all a Snooze homage — 
to create a "blend of what we wanted to do 
with influences from other great operators.

I saw it on Facebook: "bourbon butterscotch 
gelato with a shot of whiskey & amaretto cookies.

I felt just as you must feel now reading it: excited, 
salivatory, covetous. It turns out the shot was from 
Denver's Leopold Bros. — love — and given the regu- 
lar menu price of each ($7/Leopold cocktail and $4/ 
gelato and cookie), owner Dave Brackett says he's 
basically giving the hooch away with a special like this. 

Brackett notes that most of his gelato comes from 
Phoenix's Berto's Gelato & Sorbet, but occasionally 

— as in this case — he sources from Boulder's Ice 
Cream Alchemy, maker of flavors like sea urchin and 
bacon pineapple. The verdict: The bourbon is muted, 
making the Leopold Bros, quite handy, but the but- 
terscotch isthumpin'. If only the plate had been deco- 
rated with chocolate sauce instead of balsamic redux 

— not a pleasant surprise. — Matthew Schniper

Expanded from Manitou Springs in late March, 
PPC&IC has re-established a dessert destination down- 
town on the block that Michelle's Chocolatiers ruled 
until its closure five years ago. Now, The Candy Bar is 
following suit across the street, either glutting the sugar 
market or crystallizing the sweet scene by volume. 

PPC&IC is a second stop for Josh & John's ice 
cream (so close to the main hub), plus a spot for 
truffles (made elsewhere), commercial chocolates 
(think Star Wars and Spider-Man sets) and a wide 
array of house-made sweets. I pass up the fudge and 
cutesy items like the Twinkie Dogs for an assorted 
chocolates sampling ($5.75/quarter pound). From 
peanut butter Rice Krispy Clusters to dark chocolate 
coconut creams and almond butter crunch bars, it's 
all good. But supreme among the sexy display case 
showpieces we tried: a salty bark that will make 
salted-caramel lovers slobber.

— ranging from 85 cents for donuts and the like to $4 
for elaborate, layered goodies — which rotate through 
an ever-changing display case in the front of his four- 
month-old cake-making studio. Our cannoli, eclair and 
Black Forest cake samples are exemplary, but it's most 
fun to try the paczki (essentially a dense donut with 
fruit filling, in this case raspberry-prune) and karpatka 
(a guilt-inducing cream cake under light choux pastry 
layers, reminiscent of the kremowka I fell in love with 
in Poland).

His WTF 
experience begins, generally revolv- 
ing around his past and whether he 
really is Douglas Quaid or a spy 
known as Hauser who's involved 
with a woman he's seen in his 
dreams (Jessica Biel). 

The chase scenes and firepower 
are endless; everyone seems to have 
access to assault weapons and is 
adept at using them. And, as anyone 
who's seen Wiseman's Underworld 
and Underworld: Evolution can 
attest, the one thing the director 
excels at is making his spouse look 
good: Even when she's fighting — 
which, after what feels like a min- 
ute, is all the time — Beckinsale's 
Lori moves like Spider-Man with 
flowing hair and perfect makeup. At 
least Biel gets a sensible pony tail. 

Farrell, meanwhile, drifts in and 
out of a vaguely British/Irish accent 
but otherwise feels natural as the 
perpetually baffled Quaid. The 
character eventually gets schooled 
in the film's politics, featuring a 
resistance leader (Bill Nighy) fight- 
ing the Man (Bryan Cranston), with 
both formidable actors wasted in 
too-small roles. 

The gist of the plot, though, 
features psychological ideas such 
as a "paranoid dissociative break." 
Whatever that is, perhaps it's best 
your mind go there in order to fully 
enjoy the film.

Zydeco sweetheart Rosie Ledet gives the bayou genre just what it needs

Listen to Rosie Ledet's "Baby 
What You Do to Me," the opening 
track from her recent Come Get Some 
album, and it's immediately obvious 
that this is not your father's zydeco 
music. In fact, it's arguably better. 




Acclaimed Louisiana artist Rosie Ledet brings Irma 
Thomas-style soulfulness to a Creole music tradition. 



The Louisiana native's unaccom- 
panied accordion leads off the track, 
before her Zydeco Playboys kick in with 
sharply arranged shards of guitar, an 
insistent backbeat, and a snaky bassline 
that could as easily have fit on a '70s 
Lou Reed or '90s Morphine album. 

But what really brings it all home is 
the combination of Ledet's sultry, soul- 
ful voice and her supremely melodic

inventive sound that goes a long way 
toward revitalizing the Creole music 
tradition without losing sight of its 
original spirit. 

And finally, of course, there's 
Ledet's penchant for suggestive double 

entendre s — from the 

"Come baby, Come baby 
/ Baby, come come" of 
the title track to perennial 
crowd-pleasers like "My 
Joy Box" and "Eat My 
Poussiere." 

Don't worry, we'll 
get to that soon enough. 
But first, let's talk about 
music. 

Indy: I understand 
that two of the zydeco 
bandleaders you saw 
performing live early on 
were Boozoo Chavis and 
Miss Ann Goodly. What 
was it about their per- 
formances that got you 
excited, and how would 
you describe the differ- 
ences in their styles? 

Rosie Ledet: Oh, OK. 
Well, Boozoo, he was 
actually the first live 
zydeco performer I'd 
ever seen, and he had 
such character, kind of 
like me. A little guy, big 
cowboy hat, cigarette 
hanging out of his mouth. 
He had so much energy 
and fun, and I just fell in 
love. And he had a more 
traditional sound — well, 
he pretty much invented 
the traditional sound! 

And with Miss Ann Goodly, she 
was the first female zydeco performer 
I'd ever seen, and she was absolutely 
beautiful. She had this big old smile 
and it looked like she was really, really 
enjoying herself. And I was like, hell, 
girls can do this, too! Yes, yes, she had 
a wonderful voice and was just full of 
energy, so I fell in love with her, too. 

Indy. When you were talking 
about big smiles, it just occurred to 
me that every zydeco musician I've 
ever seen has had a big smile. And 
every Cajun musician I've ever seen 
has looked kind of sad. 

RL: You noticed that?! I'm pleased 
somebody else has seen that. Yeah, the 
Cajun musicians, they look either mad 
or sad. It's like, what is going on here? 

Indy: You all don't live that far 
from each other. 

RL: No, we don't! Why, hell, down 



here we have the same families, you 
know? I can't explain it. I wish I knew 
why. You'll have to ask some Cajun 
musicians! 

Indy. Compared to a lot of other 
zydeco artists, your songs tend to be 
very melodic, and you sing more in 
what I tend to think of as the Irma 
Thomas soul tradition ... 

RL: A lot of people say that. 

Indy. Is that because I just haven't 
heard enough zydeco artists, or is it 
something you consciously set out to 
do? 

RL: Very w^-consciously. I started 
out pretending to sing, because my 
mom always had us in the choir grow- 
ing up. And she has the most soulful, 
gorgeous voice. So I think a lot of that 
comes from her, with me trying to 
imitate her voice. It's not something I 
consciously do, but I really think that's 
where it came from. And of course I 
love Miss Irma, and all the soul singers. 

Indy. Is your mother still with us? 

RL: She's still with us. She's getting 
up in age now and, well, it's kind of 
sad, she's just developing Parkinson's. 
So she doesn't really do the choir thing 
no more, but we still gather around and 
sing at the house, you know? 

Indy: On the most recent album, 
the instrumental arrangements are 
really striking. The opening track 
has that really sinewy bass line, and 
the guitar part is also really dif- 
ferent. And then there's that steel 
guitar on "Love's Gonna Find You." 
Would you say this is your most 
adventurous album musically? 

RL: Yes, definitely. Andre Niz- 
zari had all these wonderful ideas, 
you know, putting in the keyboards, 
the fuzz bass on "Caffina," he has 
some really great ideas. He said, "You 
know, it's your songs, Rosie, I just put 
my footprints on them." And we just 
finished another one actually, and it's 
gonna be even a little more out there. 

We were kind of afraid, because you 
have your real strict zydeco fans. But 
I think it helped in gaining more of a 
wider audience. Because the biggest 
complaint I ever heard with people 
who don't listen to zydeco, is that it's a 
little too monotonous for them. So we 
thought, OK, we're gonna add some 
more flavor to it. And then on this new 
record, we're adding a little more fla- 
vor. Yeah, but we still tried to keep the 
danceability, you know? 

Indy: Your lyrics are kind of famous 
for their double entendres, which I 



know fits into a longstanding blues 



IS 



tradition. I'm sure "My Joy Box' 
strictly about your accordion ... 

RL: Yes, well of course! [Laughs.] 

Indy: And then there's that one 
about eating my, um, dust. What's 
that French word, and how do you 
pronounce that again? 

RL: Poussiere? [Laughs.] Oh my 
god, that happened because I was lis- 
tening to my ex-brother-in-law and he 
was saying how he was playing a trail 
ride, and it was really dusty outside. 
The people were dancing and the dust 
started flying up, you know? He said, 
"Ooh, la poussiere volait!" And I said, 
"WHAT did you say?!" He said, "The 
dust was flying!" So then I kind of 
kept that in the back of my mind. 

Indy: I assume that song's a live 
favorite. 

RL: Uh huh. It's so funny how they 
ask for it sometimes, because I don't 
think they get the pronunciation quite 
right. [Laughs.] And the women are so 
funny, especially when they've had a 
few drinks: "Hey Rosie, play that eat 
my [hesitates] you-know-what song!" 
It's really funny. But first I look around 
and make sure there's no little kids 
around, and we can do it then. 

Indy: There are a couple other 
musicians I've heard of named 
Corey and Cassie Ledet. Are you 
related to them? 

RL: Yeah, Corey is my ex-husband's 
cousin, and Cassie is my daughter. And 
she's doing some of her mom's songs. 
I'm so proud. I say, "Look, it's me 20 
years ago!" 

Indy: So how long will it be before 
she gets as good as you? 

RL: You know, since she was an 
itty bitty thing — about the size of her 
daughter [today] — I've been trying to 
get her to play. And now after all this 
time, she's just decided to sing a bit, 
and she's really good! She's lying on 
the sofa right now with her two little 
girls. She has a 3 -month-old and a 
3 -year-old. 

Indy: So you'd been trying to get 
your daughter to play since the age 
of 3? 

RL: Oh, it's so funny, because I 
have this little miniature accordion. 
And I put it in my tiny little grand- 
baby's hands the other day, and I took 
pictures. It's so cute. And she really 
loves it. If anyone plays that thing, she 
will. And I think she might!

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Crazy like a horse 

Neil Young and his bandmates kick out the jams 



By Alan Sculley 

If there's one thing Crazy Horse 
guitarist Frank "Poncho" Sampedro 
has learned from nearly four decades 
of playing with Neil Young, it's to 
trust the musically unpredictable 
bandleader whenever the time comes 
to make a new record. 

"Over the years, I've learned if you 
just stick with Neil, he's going to put 
out a big ball of energy and a light 
that you can follow," says Sampedro, 
who's been with Young since 1975's 
Zuma album. "If you just get on 
board and follow it, it's going to be 
good. It might not be what you were 
thinking, but let's just have at it." 

Americana, the new album from 
Young and the band, finds Sampedro 
and his bandmates, drummer Ralph 
Molina and bassist Billy Talbot, 
once again putting that principle into 
practice. It's made up of traditional 
American songs 
folk standards — 



to start working, he knew 
very little about what the 
bandleader had in mind 
for the project. "Then 
the next thing I knew, we 
were playing 'Clementine,' 
and it was rocking pretty hard. I was 
wondering if I was still going to have 
the same kind of energy I'd had in 
the past — and all of a sudden I was 
jumping up and down and screaming 
and having a lot of fun. Then it was 
another one, another one, and another 
one." 

In fact, it wasn't until the musicians 
had jammed out on a number of the 
songs that Young actually let them 
in on the concept of remaking clas- 
sic American

— many of them 
which the musicians 
have refashioned

Sampedro caught on quickly to the

disappointment. "We were listening to 
the first couple of songs playing back, 
I was so excited," Sampedro recalls. 
"I just turned to Neil and said, 'You 
know man, we don't even have to try 
to have this sound.' We just start play- 
ing and we sound like us." 

The band has already gone back 
into the studio to record a new album 
of original songs, some of which will 
be featured on this tour. After all 
these years together, the musicians 

still have a sound that 

can't be duplicated, 
even though Sampedro 
says Molina and Tal- 
bot have occasionally 
suggested playing with 
other artists — or even 
bringing in another 
singer-guitarist to record new music 
as Crazy Horse. 

"At first I was into that," says the 
guitarist. "But it doesn't sound like 
Neil when we play with anybody else. 
So I've kind of been adamant about 
not doing other projects with them, so 
we can keep what we have."

File next to: Bruce Springsteen, Hold Steady 
New Jersey's the Gaslight Anthem still 
channels Bruce Springsteen through the punk 
rock of the Clash and the Replacements, a 
combination leading to sincere working-class 
rock anthems. But the band's Mercury Records 
debut is given major label polish by Brendan 
O'Brien, a studio pro who's done records for 
Springsteen and Paul Westerberg. Together, 
they deliver punch after punch, as singer-song- 
writer Brian Fallon pours out his heart, more or 
less literally, on songs with recurring referenc- 
es to blood. The opening "45" is a fist-pumping 
ode to records, engines and heartbreak, while 
acoustic guitar and strings complement the 
closing "National Anthem." Along the way are 
grungy power ballad "Too Much Blood," the 
pain and regret of "Keepsake," and the album's 
highlight "Howl," a rockin' Replacements-like 
meditation on growing up. The year's best rock 
record so far.

Cary Ann Hearst is a sassy Southern spitfire 
and musical force of nature, who probably 
couldn't deliver a bad note if her life depended 
on it. She's met her match in Shovels and Rope 
partner Michael Trent; together, they dish out 
11 delightful songs brimming with grit and 
grins, not to mention rock'n roll attitude, blue- 
grass chops and a honeysuckle charm that's 
just irresistible. From the New Orleans brass- 
meets-funky-blues-rock of "Hail Hail" to the 
twangy pop-rock of "Cavalier," each arrange- 
ment is clever and somehow original. Their 
voices wrap around each other tightly on the 
sweet, spare love song "Lay Low," while the 
timeless ballad "Carnival" finds Hearst sound- 
ing like she could be Debbie Reynolds singing 
"Tammy." Then there's the title tune, which is 
filled with banjo, grinding guitar and nuanced 
harmonies.

While founding frontman Dave Wakeling 
has kept various versions of the English Beat 
touring for a few decades, the band's recorded 
output essentially lasted three albums. This 
five-CD collection includes them all, along 
with a disc of remixes and another of live 
performances. It kicks off with 1979's I Just 
Can't Stop It, arguably the ska revival's best 
album. With skittering beats, tasty melodies 
and infectious energy, songs like "Mirror in 
the Bathroom," "Twist & Crawl," and a cover 
of "Tears of a Clown" remain essential. Later 
albums, while more uneven, include standouts 
like "Doors of Your Heart" and "Save It for 
Later." The disc of remixes included here is a 
bit superfluous; the Peel Session radio broad- 
casts and a 1982 Boston performance per- 
fectly convey the kinetic vibe of a group that 
deserves to be revered by ska revivalists and 
fans for generations to come.

Dream back on 

Aerosmith rises from the ashes of American Idol

Yes, he's exited his high-profile 
post as a judge on American 
Idol, despite the fact that his two 
seasons on the show were really 
what put him back on the pop- 
culture radar. 

But Steven Tyler 
would like to 
clarify one thing: 
There's truly a 
method to his 
madness. 

When the Aero- 
smith frontman 
accepted the job ^^^^^^^^^ 
in 2010, his per- 
sonal life was in tumult. He'd battled 
prescription painkiller addiction, 
tumbled awkwardly off a Sturgis, 
S.D., stage, and scrapped scheduled 
recording sessions with red-hot pro- 
ducer Brendan O'Brien. His longtime 
songwriting partner, band guitarist 
Joe Perry, was livid, and began audi- 
tioning replacement vocalists.

turned out to be 
really good for 
me. 

'And I wasn't 
sure at first — 
who was? — but 
when I took 



it, 40 million people loved it. And 
when I quit last week, everyone 
comes forward and goes, 'We didn't 
like you on Idol anyway — we want 
Aerosmith back!'" 
After four up-and- 
down decades together, 
declares Tyler, "What I 
do is Aerosmith. Aeros- 
mith is my first love, it's 
what I AM." 

As further proof, the 
band is returning with its 
first new album of origi- 
^^^^^ m nal material in 11 years, 

Music From Another 
Dimension, which hits the streets in 
November. In the meantime, Aeros- 
mith's Global Warming tour is heat- 
ing up summer venues. 

What's even more impressive is that 
Perry and Tyler — once dubbed The 
Toxic Twins for their hard-partying 
ways — are not only on friendly 
terms again, they're actually writing 
together on two-fisted new scrappers 
like "Out Go the Lights." The new 
single "Legendary Child" feels tele- 
ported in from their late-' 70s heyday, 
while a vintage soul cover, "Shaky 
Ground," finds Tyler tearing it up the 
way he first heard Etta James do it. 
And then there's his personal favor- 
ite track, "Street Jesus," a rocker he 
penned with axeman Brad Whitford. 

So after members of Aerosmith's 
own management team had pre- 
dicted the band would never record 
together again, how did Tyler man- 
age to accomplish all this? It wasn't 
easy, he sighs. Especially when 
Perry wasn't taking his calls. 

But American Idol turned out to 
be the game-changer. "In the first 
three months of its airing, by March 
of 2011, our catalog was literally up 
260 percent. So, look — I was angry 
at the band, they were angry at me, 
I took the job, they got jealous, 
they came to the table, I brought in 
Jack [Douglas, producer of early 
Aerosmith gems like Rocks], and we 
wrote one of the best albums ever." 

The band even performed with 
him on Idol's season finale. "So in 
the end, what the band was afraid of 
and didn't like, they embraced," says 
Tyler, noting that he's spent recent 
months holed up in the Sunset Mar- 
quis working on the album. 

"I finished the choruses, I wrote 
the melodies and all the lyrics, and 
the album started coming together. 
And it's looking like a fucking mon- 
ster!"

sibility of his old band Creating a Newsense getting back 
together. 

"I love those guys so much," he said at the time. "We 
had a blast, and it was great run, but it's a lot of work. 
The only way I would do it would be for some really good 
benefit or for some astronomical amount of money." 



Anyway, one out of two's not bad, as Creating a New- 
sense will be reuniting later this month for a one-time 
benefit performance, with donations going directly to the 
Green Mountain Falls-Chipita Park Fire Department. The 
band will be playing two full sets at the Silver Tongue 
Devil Saloon on Aug. 18, with the Broken Spoke and Grant 
Sabin doing opening honors. Definitely one of 
the summer's must-see shows. 

In the meantime, file this one under unexpect- 
ed discoveries: While meeting up with a friend 
at Rico's this past Saturday night, I happened 
upon New Vintage Jazz, a tal- 
ented group that's definitely 
new — to me, at least — and 
decidedly vintage in its incor- 
poration of classic jazz, swing 
and blues influences. While 
the spotlight was most often 
on bandleader Ben Hofmann's 
guitar and occasional vocals, 
as well as transplanted New 
Orleans trumpeter Jeff Sut- 
ton's soloing, the quartet func- 
tioned brilliantly as an ensemble that tastefully 
draws upon influences ranging from Charlie 
Parker to Squirrel Nut Zippers. 
As a music fan, I lookforward to hearing more 
from them — and you should too. According to Hofmann, 
they'll be playing at Rico's the last Saturday of each 
month until they get "kicked out," which I don't see hap- 
pening anytime soon. 

As for the weekend ahead, the Acacia Park summer 
concert series returns this coming Saturday with a 



special Haunted Windchimes performance. While all the 
other summer shows featured two or three acts on the 
bills, this one's all Chimes. (Hey, next time you perform 
for 4 million Prairie Home Companion listeners, you'll get 
the same treatment.) The band will play a two-hour set 
beginning at 6 p.m. 

Also, if you've been looking for a reason to go down to 
Florence lately — and really, who hasn't? — check out 
the indie-centric Americana Music and Arts Festival, 
which runs this Friday through Sunday and features the 
aforementioned Windchimes as its opening night head- 
liner. The full lineup is way too 
long to list, so you'll have to visit 
americanamusicandart.com for 
details. 

While you're there, you just 
might run into Damian Burford 
getting an early start on his birth- 
day celebration, and you can 
definitely catch up with him at a 
Saturday night party he's throw- 
ing at the Triple Nickel, the club 
he booked for years before going 
rogue for his gig over at the Black Sheep. Headlining are 
Damian's talented Fort Collins buds Arliss Nancy, who 
record for the near-legendary Suburban Home Records. 

You might also find Damian at this weekend's Craft 
Lager and Small Batch Festival (see p. 27), although he's 
concerned that might be a little too much for his liver. 
Then again, there's only one way to find out.

Paintbrush and pipe 

The Colorado Springs Medical Cannabis 
Council is always out there, advocating 
on behalf of medical marijuana and the 
people who need it. You can't always 
catch it in the act, though, so it will be 
nice forthe community to see a little more 
ofthe organization at its Aug. 4 fundraiser 
The Cannabis Canvas. 

With tickets running from $10 to $15, 
the event at Marmalade at Smokebrush 
(219 W. Colorado Ave., #210, smokebrush. 
org) will feature live music from the 
Hopeful Heroines, spoken word from 
Poetry 719, a speed-painting demo from 
Douglas Rouse, and an auction featuring 
a variety of cannabis-themed artwork, 
including custom pieces from acclaimed 
local painter Phil Lear. 

It's a perfect blend of arts and activism, 
says Council membership director Mark 
Slaugh. 

"I feel like we have a lot of creative 
people that oftentimes live in a place that 
can be a little more reserved at moments, 
to say the least," he says. "I thought it was 
a great opportunity to bring out this great 
talent and this great community of artists 
that we have to portray what that word — 
'marijuana' — really means in society." 

Slaugh says that so far, he's seen pieces 
including a Native American-inspired red- 
stone pipe, traditional pottery and sculp- 
ture. If the Canvas is a success, it could 
become an annual event. 

"I think we've got amazing artists, 
and to get their support on this issue — 
you know, it's not easy to ask anybody, 
'Hey, why don't you paint a controversial 
subject and hope this turns out for the 
best?'" Slaugh says with a laugh. "You 
know, we'll have to certainly see what 
angles these folks took on the art, and 
I'm really excited to get it into the hands 
of those people that ... wanna have a very 
unique piece." 

Keef crumbs 

• The number of people registered with 
the Colorado Department of Public Health 
and Environment to use marijuana as 
medicine continues to rise, albeit slowly. 
Numbers provided by the department 
show that, as of the end of May, 98,910 
Coloradans possessed red cards. This is 
the sixth consecutive month the figure 
has increased. 

• Last week, the Los Angeles City Coun- 
cil unanimously passed a ban on MM J dis- 
pensaries, though it did create an excep- 
tion for certain existing centers, reports 
the Los Angeles Times. "[Councilor Paul] 
Krekorian noted that exceptions to the 
'hard ban' will allow small-scale growing 
at homes with three or fewer 'qualified 
patients,' as well as permitting medical 
marijuana at hospices and licensed clin- 
ics or home-health agencies," writes the 
paper. There are currently roughly 850 
dispensaries in that city.

Curses, foiled again 

At least five people in Arizona face 
charges for operating an illegal horse 
track, where up to 300 people would 
pay $10 to attend three-horse, 200-yard 
races. Illegal betting was rampant, ac- 
cording to Mark Brnovich, director of 
the Arizona Gaming Dept. The track at 
Pantoji operated in full view of Inter- 
state 10, had its own website, distributed 
posters advertising weekend races and 
posted videos on YouTube. Gaming 
agents raided the track after learning 
about it from nearby residents who com- 
plained about the noise, dust and traffic. 
(KTVK-TV and Associated Press) 

Authorities arrested Richard Homer 
Smith, 56, who they said stuffed $53 
worth of meat down his pants and 
darted from a supermarket in Oakland 
Park, Fla. While driving off, he stopped 
to remove his license plate and threw it 
away. Sheriff's investigators recovered 
it and used it to identify Smith as their 
suspect. (South Florida Sun-Sentinel) 

Timeless beauty 

A hundred women, ages 74 to 97, 
competed in the first "Miss Holocaust 
Survivor" beauty pageant in Haifa, 
Israel. Winner Hava Hershkovitz, 79, 
called the victory "her revenge, showing 
how despite the horrors her family went 
through, her beauty and personality have 
endured," pageant organizer Shimon 
Sabag said, adding, "People don't have 
to see the Holocaust survivors mainly as 
a group of wheelchair-bound victims." 
Hershkovitz won a family weekend at a 
resort, and all contestants were awarded 
electronic distress buttons. (Reuters) 

Limp Olympics 

Olympic organizers banned all 800 
food retailers at 40 venues from serving 
french fries to spectators because of 
"sponsorship obligations with McDon- 
ald's." The lone exception is if fries are 
served with fish, as in fish and chips. 
In addition, in deference to Olympic 
sponsor Visa, all ATMs that accept rival 
cards were ordered closed, and all food 
and souvenir concessions were told to 
accept only Visa. (Britain's Daily Mail) 

The company awarded a $442 mil- 
lion contract to provide security for the 
London Olympics admitted, mere weeks 
before the event, it couldn't provide the 
required number of guards it agreed 



to, requiring the government to deploy 
3,500 British troops to make up the dif- 
ference. G4S, billed as the world's big- 
gest security firm, agreed to cover the 
cost, putting its loss at up to $78 mil- 
lion. G4S boss Nick Buckles apologized 
for the company's failure, explaining, 
"It's a very complex process." Address- 
ing charges that some of the recruits the 
firm did provide couldn't speak English, 
Buckles said it was a "difficult question 
to answer." (Associated Press) 

Afterlife episodes 

The owner of the Robinson Funeral 
Home in Easley, S.C., is adding a Star- 
bucks Coffee shop. Chris Robinson, 
who owns the fourth-generation funeral 
and crematory, said the store will be 
open to the public as well as mourners 
but promised it won't be a distraction 
from services. "You walk in the front, 
and it's off to the side," he said. "It's not 
like it's right up front." (Spartansburg's 
WSPA-TV) 

The monks at St. Joseph Abbey, 
located near Covington, La., won the 
right to sell their handmade wooden 
caskets after a federal judge ruled that a 
Louisiana law giving funeral directors 
exclusive rights to sell caskets is uncon- 
stitutional. "It would be like saying you 
have to become a podiatrist in order to 
sell shoes," said attorney Jeff Rowes, 
who represents the monks. "It just 
doesn't make sense." (AARP Bulletin) 

Four-year-old Carson Dean Cheney 
was visiting a cemetery in Park City, 
Utah, with his family when he went 
behind a tombstone and poked his 
head out trying to make other children 
smile for a photograph. The 6-foot-tall 
tombstone toppled and killed the lad. 
(Associated Press) 

Breakthrough of the week 

Hoping to reduce the number of drunk 
men driving, drinking establishments in 
three Michigan counties installed state- 
issued talking urinal deodorizer cakes 
that remind men to call a cab or a friend 
for a ride home. "We want to turn some 
heads and get people talking," Michael 
L. Prince, director of the state Office of 
Highway Safety and Planning, said of 
the motion-activated messages, without 
mentioning any provisions to discourage 
urinating women from driving drunk. 
(Detroit Free Press)

Rox losing their relevance 

On the last Sunday in July, nothing could be finer than spending a splendid 
afternoon at Coors Field with my son-in-law, watching the Colorado Rockies 
at a time of year when they should be in peak form, facing the Cincinnati Reds, 
baseball's hottest team at the moment. 

We expected a big crowd, given that fans could go on the field and take pho- 
tos with the Rockies before the game; the closest parking lots were charging 
$25 a car; and LoDo's bars and restaurants were doing a good pregame lunch 
business. (Side question: Why is it that wings and nachos always taste so much 
better before a sporting event?) 

We settled into our second-level seats down the right-field line, talking about 
baseball and world events, hoping the Rockies wouldn't show us another version of 
why they've been so bad in 2012, with the trade deadline near and rumors flying. 

Alas, in Colorado's 100th game of this

dismal season, we saw a three-hour ver- 
sion of everything that has gone wrong 
for this team over the past three months. 
(It's easy to forget now, but the Rockies 
actually were 12-12 on May 2.) 

There was the latest awful outing 
by a Colorado starting pitcher, in this 
case Jonathan Sanchez. Just obtained 
from Kansas City in exchange for the 
gawd-awful Jeremy Guthrie, Sanchez 
had been equally terrible for the Roy- 
als — but the lefthander had pitched well 
before that with San Francisco. He even 
has a no-hitter among his credentials, in 
July 2009 for the Giants, and he was part 
of the starting rotation that helped San 
Francisco win the 2010 World Series. 

This was Sanchez's home debut for 
the Rockies, and he held up gamely 
through four innings, trailing 3-2, 
helped by a highlight-reel diving catch 
by All-Star left fielder Carlos Gonza- 
les. But then came the all-too-typical 
implosion in the fifth: a single, a two- 
run homer, and then a second-deck blast by the Reds' Jay Bruce, making it 6-2. 
So long, Sanchez, yanked by manager Jim Tracy. And with boos echoing softly 
— yes, softly — around the ballpark, the Rockies meekly gave up. 

Oh sure, we could talk all day about the injuries that have sidelined shortstop 
Troy Tulowitzki, first baseman Todd Helton and starting pitchers Jorge De La 
Rosa, Juan Nicasio and Jhoulys Chacin. With all of them healthy, the Rockies 
certainly could have fared much better than their 25-51 death march from May 3 
through their 100th game. 

But there's more to this observation than recapping the Rockies' troubles, 
because we've taken care of that previously. 

The problem now is how lifeless they are — and how that affliction has infect- 
ed Colorado's most ardent baseball fans, the ones still willing to shell out $29 for 
a decent seat. Suddenly, as came through loud and clear on this Sunday at the sta- 
dium, the Rockies appear to have slid into irrelevance. 

You have to be at Coors Field to grasp it fully. But you know something's amiss 
when the best cheers of the day go to several Air Force enlisted members, intro- 
duced before "God Bless America," and to a video roundup of the latest Olympic 
results from London, shown on the big scoreboard. You also realize it when you see 
so many Peyton Manning jerseys in the crowd, with as many people flocking to 
see the Broncos' training-camp workouts as the Rockies' weeknight home games. 

Most of all, though, you understand that the Rockies franchise is in trouble when 
you see the players' body language (avoided by TV cameras), when fans don't have 
enough energy to voice their displeasure more than once or twice, and when you 
hear no grumbling whatsoever as the crowd trudges away after the final out. 

If I were part of the ownership, and saw all that, I'd know the time has come to 
do something about it. The final two months of this lost baseball season will not 
give the Rockies a chance to start building toward 2013 and beyond. They are a 
dead team walking, spiritless and uninspired, surely wondering why management 
doesn't seem to care. 

Now it's August, and Colorado doesn't care either. For this state now, it's all 
about the Olympics — and football.
